Today's development, which 
was reached at a health spa on 
Lhc outskirts of Vladivostok, 
was the most important since 
President Nixon and Mr Brezh¬ 
nev reached an interim agree¬ 
ment on controlling offensive 
arms on May 26, 3972. That 
agreement, which does not 
cover all weapons, expires in 
19/ /. 

Mr Ford and Mr Brezhnev, 
the statement said, “are con¬ 
vinced that a long-term agree¬ 
ment on this question would be 
a significant contribution to im¬ 
proving relations between the 
United States and die USSR, 
to reducing the danger of war 
and enhancing world peace 

According to the statement, 
agreement was reached that 
further negotiations for a 10- 
year treaty in 1975 will be based 
on tbe following provisions: 

Tbe new agreement will 
incorporate the relevant pro¬ 
visions of the interim agreement 
of May 26, 1972, which will 
remain in force until October, 
1977.” 

“The new agreement will cover 
the period from October, 1977, 
through December 31, 1985.” 
“Based on the principle of 
equality and equal security, the 
new agreement will include the 
following limitations: 

A. Both sides will be entitled 
to 'have a certain agreed aggre¬ 
gate number of strategic deliv¬ 
ery vehicles fincluding bomb¬ 
ers) ; 

B. Both sides will be entitled 
to have a certain agreed aggre¬ 
gate' number of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and submarine 
launched ballistic ' missiles 
equipped with multiple inde¬ 
pendently targetabJe ..warheads 
(MJRYS),” 

There apparently was no 
assurance that the degree of 
destructive force for the two 
sides would be equal, but each 
side now has the capability of 
destroying the other several 
times over, and the race for 


additional weapons has become 

more political and-psychological 
than a race for superiority, in 
the view of many officials 
concerned. 

Dr Kissinger said at a_ press 
conference the plan would 
“ mean that a cap has been put 
on the arms race for a period 
of 10 years ”. 

He continued: “ That cap is 
substantially below the capabili¬ 
ties of the other side. The ele¬ 
ment of insecurity, inherent in 
un arms race in which both 
sides are a item pong to antici¬ 
pate not only the actual pro¬ 
grammes but the capabilities of 
the other side, will be substan¬ 
tially reduced.” 

Officials accompanying Mr, 
Ford were elated about the 
agreement. “ The President will i 
return home in triumph ”, Mr i 
Rou Nessen, the White House 
press secretary, said. 

Arras control dominated the 
talks. Dr Kissinger said tbe 
Middle East, European security 
and .other issues were discussed 
but not at length. The Middle 
East took about one hour.— 
New York Times News Service. 
Fred Emery writes from 
Washington: Most of official 
Washington was unprepared 
for the arms agreement. 

Experts expressed concern 
over Dr Kissinger’s claim of a 
“ breakthrough ”, and their 
immediate forecast was for 
intense scrutiny in Congress of 
this delicate issue.

Six charged

Six Ulstermen were charged 
at West Midlands police head¬ 
quarters last night with the 
murder of one of the Binning, 
ham bomb victims. They will 
•appear In court at Birmingham 
this morning. 

The men arc Hugh Callaghan, 
aged 44, unemployed, who has 
been in England since 1947: 
Patrick Joseph Hill, aged 30, 
unemployed, who came to Eng¬ 
land in 1960; Robert Gerard 
Hunter, aged 29, unemployed, 
who arrived in England in 1962; 
Noel Richard Mcflkenny, aged 
31, a millwright’s mate, who 
came to England in 1956; Wil¬ 
liam Power, aged 29, unem¬ 
ployed, who came to England 
in 1963; and John Walker, aged 
39, a crane driver, who came to 
England in. 1953. 

Mr Walker is a native of 
Londonderry. The other five 
men urc natives of Belfast. 

Mr Maurice Buck, assistant 
Chief Constable (Crime) of the 
West Midlands Police, who has 
been leading the investigation 
into the bombings, said the six 
had been charged with being 
concerned with each other in 
the murder of Miss Jane Davis, 
aged 17, last Thursday night. 
Miss Davis, he said, was one of 
tbe victims ar the Tavern in 
the Town public house. 

Mr Buck said that all but , 
Mr Callaghan hud been detained 
at the Belfast Ferry at Heysbara 
late on Thursday night and 
brought back to Birmingham on 
Friday. Ail had been living in 
Birmingham, but he declined 
to give their addresses “ for 
security reasons”. Mr 
Callaghan was detained in 
Birmingham. 

Mr Buck said he wanted to 
thank all those people from all 
walks of life who had assisted 
the police in their inquiries. 

He also wished to thank the 
newspapers, television and radio 
for what he called their “pati¬ 
ence and restraint” 

“ Avoid violent men ”: Tbe 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Birmingham, the Most Rev 
George Dwyer, directed his con¬ 
gregation at St Chad’s Cathedral, 
Birmingham, last night to have 
no truck with men of violence, 
“to show they have not suc¬ 
ceeded in dividing our com¬ 
munity ”.

Tunis hijackers threaten to blow up airliner 
unless they are allowed to go free

Tunis, Nov 24 

The four hijackers of the 
British Airways VC10‘ tonight 
threatened to blow up the air¬ 
craft unless they were allowed 
to disembark in Tunis without 
being not handed over to the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (PLO) or prosecuted. 

Their first deadline of 7 pm 
GMT was extended to 9 pm 
GMT and then to 7 am GMT 
tomorrow after intervention by 
Mr Tahar Belkhoja, Tunisian 
Minister of the Interior, and 
Mr Abou lyyad, deputy to the 
PLO leader, Mr Yassir Arafat. 

This development, which 
came after the exchange of 
some 40 passengers and crew 
for seven guerrillas, suggested 
that the hijackers were desper¬ 
ate men, for whom no Arab 
country will accept responsibi¬ 
lity. 

On board the aircraft are the 
four terrorists, seven Palestin¬ 
ians released from jails in 


Cairo uiui The Hague, and a 
British Airways flight crew of 
three who volunteered to stay 
instead of being relieved by a 
replacement crew standing by 
at the airport. They are the cap¬ 
tain, Mr Jim Putcher, aged 53, 
of Camberley. Surrey, another 
pilot, Mr Michael Wood, aged 
27, of Malmesbury, Wiltshire, 
and the engineer, Mr Frank 
Sharpies, aged 47. of Abingdon. 

As the ' second deadline 
approached negotiations were 
continuing between the Tuni¬ 
sian authorities, the PLO, Mr 
Janies Craig, head of the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
office, Near Eastern and North 
African Department and other 
Arab diplomats. 

Tbe two-day drama quickened 
during the day with the release 
by the hijackers of the remain¬ 
ing passengers and of the cabin 
crew, in exchange for the 
terrorists. 

The released Palestinians 
who arrived from Cairo and 
Amsterdam, walked to the VC10 
in full view of a large crowd 


of journalists, airline passengers 
and onlookers in the main 
terminal. 

A peculiar feature of tin? 
events here is iliar tbe airliner 
is parked only 300 yards or so 
from the tcrmiual, affording 
everyone a grandstand view of 
proceedings. These included the 
killing yesterday morning of a 
West German passenger, Herr 
Werner Kehl, who was shot dead 
in the back doorway and fell 
15ft to the tarmac. 

Another bizarre touch is that 
the harrowing events of the 
past two days have taken place 
against the arrival of scheduled 
flights bringing tourists for 
winter holidays. 

Miss Lesley Bruen, aged 23, 
from Marlow, Buckinghamshire, 
a British Airways air stewardess 
who was released last night, 
told reporters today that the 
treatment of the hostages had 
been generally good. At first 
the hijackers were aggressive 
but they smiled occasionally 
after thar. They were heavily 
armed with guns and grenades.

There are growing indications' 
that the Channel Tunnel project 
in its present form is id the 
final stages of collapse. 

The Government’s official 
policy is still to keep its options 
open until the Cairucross com¬ 
mittee completes its assessment 
in the spring. But to rapidly 
mounting disaffection in Parlia¬ 
ment must now be added doubts 
among the promoters, some of 
whom are questioning whether 
the project can any longer be 
financed by the private sector, 
even with government guaran¬ 
tees. 

Those emerging political and 
financial obstacles suggest that 
whatever the Cairucross com¬ 
mittee may say, the project is 
likely to he abandoned shortly, 
possibly to. re-emerge in two or 
three years, if conditions then 
appear to justify it, in a modi¬ 
fied form with stare finance 
only. 

After an unexplained delay 
of a fortnight by the Govern¬ 
ment in presenting the Channel 
Tunnel Bill for report and 
third: reading, it is now 
virtually impossible to get it 
through Parliament (the Lords 
could take several weeks after 
completion in the Commons) in 
time to ratify the Anglo- 
French Treaty by January 1, as 
fl»t“ agreement with the com¬ 
panies requires. 

i'edbntcally the project is 
then deemed abandoned. In 
practice a delay will no doubt 
be negotiated which could be 
seen as the opening stages of 
a poker game between the 
British and French govern¬ 
ments and' the companies 
between now and next summer 
over the terms of abandon¬ 
ment. 

Since the surprisingly close 
vote on the Bill in the Com¬ 
mons a fortnight ago (168 to 
115, despite government appeals 
for loyalty and protestations 
that it is a technical measure 
making no commitment to the 
project) a motion by Mr Leslie 
Huckfield (Nuneaton, Lab) 
opposing the tunnel has 
attracted support from about 
100 members, including some 
who voted for the Government 
a fortnight ago. 

Clearly some MPs who 
hitherto accepted the tunnel 
now oppose it on the grounds 
of cost (probably £lJSQ0m for 
the tunnel and £500m for tbe 
rail link) and environment. 
The proposed London Terminal 
is opposed by the Greater 
London Council and the 
boroughs concerned and the 
Kent _route by Kent County 
Council and local authorities. 

Doubts among the promoters 
spring from the difficult state 


of the financial market, poorer 
prospects for the tunnel in toe 
light of the world energy and 
economic situation, and, the am¬ 
bivalent attitude of the British 
Government. 

Under the terms of the agree¬ 
ment the companies are com¬ 
mitted to raising 10 per-cent of 
the cost (perhaps £150m, or 
£75m by the British backers) 
in equity capital, and the rest 
in government - guaranteed 
bonds. 

Tbe view of one of tbe 
French bankers, expressed' 
privately last week, was as fol¬ 
lows: This is no longer an 

attractive project to put money 
into. It was originally thought 
that the return on the equity 
capital would be so high as to 
make the whole operation 
worthwhile. Now it appears that 
tbe government guarantees will 
be Invoked and. there wQl be no 
return on the equity. I do not 
think the money can be raised.” 

One of the British bankers 
said: “ It is no longer possible 
to raise the necessary funds in 
this country." It might be dif¬ 
ficult to raise them at the times 
stipulated, though .there was 
provision for extensions in the 
agreement. “Much depends on 
the course of world events' over 
the next three or four years. 
Our Arab friends may be in¬ 
terested in medium-term bonds, 
provided there are firm govern¬ 
ment guarantees", he added. 

“ We are extremely worried 
abou.t tbe attitude of the Gov¬ 
ernment. The appointment .of 
Cairucross was quite outside 
what had been agreed. Failure 
to ratify the treaty by January 
1 will be seen as a further blow 
to ihe credibility of the pro¬ 
ject" 

The banker said they were 
also worried about the high¬ 
speed rail link, whidi was 
absolutely essential. The .Gov¬ 
ernment had agreed to it some 
months ago. M We are now told 
it is being re-examined. Is it 
authorized or not?” 

British Rail deny that the 
high-speed line project has been 
abandoned, but admit that it 
the request Of the Government 
they are.studying low-cosr alter¬ 
natives and mat it “may be - no 
longer realistic to expect the 
preferred solution That would 
have given a London to tunnel 
time of 48 minutes at speeds np 
to 150 mph, compared with 70 
minutes on existing tracks. ■ *

Among the 29 civilians and 32 
military officers executed was 
Lieutenant-General Aman 

Andom, chairman of the Pro¬ 
visional Military Government 
who was put under bouse arrest. 
only on Friday. , . 

With him died Rear-Admiral 


Iskeoder Desta, former com¬ 
mander of the Ethiopian Navy 
■and a grandson of the former 
Emperor, 16 generals, two 
former prime ministers, Mr 
Aklilu Habte-Wold" and Mr 
Endalkachew Makkonen, and 
Mr Solomon Abrahatni, the 
former Governor of the famine- 
stricken province of Wollo. 

Some 140,000 people are 
reported to have died in last 
year’s drought and famine. 

No mention was made of the 
former Emperor, who has been 
in Army custody since the coup, 
bur It was assumed thar lie was 
unharmed. 

The statement, read over the 
radio between _ intervals of 
martial music, said the decision 
to carry out ihe mass execu¬ 
tions was one of policy—to 
mete out justice to officials of 


. the previous regime who had 
thrived on corruption, malad¬ 
ministration, and enriched 
themselves at the country’s 
expense. 

It was not made public how 
or where the 60 died, but it is 
believed that they were shot. 

All the victims were among 
some 200 prisoners being held 
in cellars of the deposed 
Emperor’s former palace, which 
has been taken over by tbe 
Military Council, to await trial. 

Today's announcement said 
rhose still in custody would be 
tried by a military tribunal. 

Life in the city appeared 
fairly normal this afternoon, 
when a large crowd filled the 
capital's football stadium for a 
match. Traffic also appeared 
normal.—Reuter.

Treatment centre 
scheme for 
jailed alcoholics

The Portia Trust, set up two 
years ago to try .to provide .an 
alternative to prison, is asking 
more than 20 temperance 
societies to cooperate in setting 
up ' a treatment centre for 
alcoholics. 

The trust believes that half 
the prisoners in British jails are 
there, at least partly, because of 
drink, and thinks that a treat¬ 
ment centre would allow them 
to receive help rather than 
repeated prison sentiences. 

In letters to temperance 
societies the trust dtes a recent 
report from the .Helping Hand 
Organization which says that 
criminals whose real difficulty 
is alcoholism should be treated 
in rehabilitation centres and not 
left in prison. 

Instead of spending about £40 
a week to keep a man in prison, 
the report suggests, help can 
be given to him for about £28 
to £30 at rehabilitation centres. 

In his letters, Mr Kenneth 
Norman, the organizer of 
Portia’s scheme, says that the 
intention Ls to buv a caravan 
site, possibly in the North of 
England near the Scottish 
border, and put a fence round 
it, -which would provide the 
courts with the knowledge that 
there was security 

The trust needs about £50,000 
to set up tbe first centre for 
about 50 people.

Rare Jacob 
sheep 
enter field 
of exports

Unnoticed by the Hudson 
Institute and other economic 
doom watchers, Britain has just 
registered a small but signifi¬ 
cant achievement in -the export 
field by selling the first Jacob 
sheep for breeding outside 
Britain. 

Two spotted sheep, each with 
four ornamental horns like a 
barbaric war helmet; from the 
Hever stud in Kent, run by 
Lady As tor of Hever, have been 
sold to a breeder in the South 
of France. Until its revival in 
the past few years the anc i en t 
breed was in danger of becom¬ 
ing extinct; but there are now 
about 250 registered flocks in 
Britain, comprising 3,000 spotty 
sheep, also known , as Spanish 
or piebald. 

They are now being exported 
to the rest of the world. 
Although they are not going to 
solve the balance of payments 
deficit at a bleat, .they are an 
engaging form of wool¬ 
gathering. 

The breed laas been estab¬ 
lished at Hever since before 
1760. Its origins are obscure 
and romantic. The name comes 
from the 1599 translation of the 
Bible, which quotes Jacob as 
saying to Laban: M I will pass 
through all thy flocks this day 
and separate from them all the 
sheep with little spots and great 
spots and all the black lambs 
among the sheep.”

Jacob sheep arc born with 
black spots, which turn brown 
as they mature. Literal interpre¬ 
ters of Genesis suppose that 
they were brought from Pales¬ 
tine across North Africa to 
Spain by the Moors. Some say 
the ancestors of Jacob sheep 
were shipwrecked with the 
Armada on the Hebrides. 

They certainly sefm related 
to the almost extinct Hebridean 
breed, the Saint Kildo. Ovine 
scientists postulate a kinship 
with the Finnish Landrace breed 
and affinities with the Karakul. 


Enthusiasts commend the 
breed for its precocity, fecuu- 
dity, and long breeding season, 
as well as its unusual capacity 
U> provide wool of three differ- 
enr colours. 

Until now Jacob sbeep have 
been used chiefly as park sheep, 
because of their decorative 
appearance, like samurai with 
tinopeners on their helmets. 
They are lighter and have 
lighter fleeces than the conven¬ 
tional commercial breed. 

Lady Astor, walking her hand¬ 
some ram, Raineses to demon¬ 


strate, said : “ They are easy to 
handle or tether ; very good for 
small acreages. They are less 
liable to footrot than other 
breeds. Their meat provides 
lighter curs than other sheep, 
bur it has a distinctive and 
delicious flavour.” 

The Hever flock provides wool 
which Lady Astor has had 
woven into a multicoloured 
cloak, knickerbockers and other 
more ordinary garments. She 
plans to set up spinning wheels 
and a loom in the long gallery 
of Hever casrle.

Further evidence in support 
of tbe case for extending legal 
aid to social security tribunals 
is published today in a report 
by the Child Poverty Action 
Group. It alleges that sup¬ 
plementary benefit appeal tri- 
bunals are often not impartial. 

The report says that tribunal 
members ore ignorant of the 
social security laws and of their 
own powers in hearing appeals. 
As a result, they often act as 
appendages to the Supplemen¬ 
tary Benefits Commission, 
instead of providing an indepen¬ 
dent check. 

Last week the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor's advisory committee 

recommended the extension of 

legal aid to all tribunals, 
including supplementary benefit 
appeals. The basic argument for 

it, the committee said, was that 
many appellants were at a dis¬ 
advantage because they lacked 
the confidence and skill to make 
the best of their case and found 
it difficult to deal with the com¬ 
plex issues chat could be raised. 

That view is borne out in the 
Child Poverty Action Group 
report based on a study by Miss 
Ruth Lister, its legal research 
officer. Miss Lister interviewed 
74 of the chairmen and mem¬ 
bers of the seven tribunals in 
London, attended many appeal 
hearings and drew on the 
experience of group members 
throughout Britain. 

She concludes that xnany 
people appealing to a supple¬ 
mentary benefits tribunal will 
□or receive a fair and indepen¬ 
dent hearing and that that 
makes their right to appeal 
meaningless. Most appellants, 
she points out, are not repre¬ 
sented at appeal hearings, but 


those who are have a markedly 
higher chance of a successful 
appeal. 

Miss Lister suggests that one 
bar to fairness is the informality 
of the proceedings. Appellants 
are not always able to present 
their case fully and are often 
interrupted by tribunal mem¬ 
bers with questions of doubtful 
relevance. Tribunals also tend 
to accept heresav evidence from 
lie commission, bur some refuse 
as inadmissible documentary 
evidence presented by appel¬ 
lants or their representatives. 

Miss Lister accuses tribunal 
members of bios against certain 
groups of appellants because of 
a tendency to consider whether 
they are “deserving”. Pen¬ 
sioners are regarded os deserv¬ 
ing, but the unemployed arc 
not. 

But the impartiality of hear¬ 
ings is undermined more cri¬ 
tically by tribunal members’ 
own ignorance of the law. 

Lister alleges. They fail _to 
recognize the basic conflict 
between the interests of die 
appellant and the commission, 
and rely on the commissions 
presenting officer and the 
clerk to the tribunal as impar¬ 
tial sources of information and 
advice on the law. 

But both are employed by the 
commission. Miss Lister points 
out. 

The report recommends a 
number of reforms, including 
the right to legal aid for appel¬ 
lants and the establishment of 
a second-tier appeal body whose 
derisions would be binding.

They were 
arbitrarily chosen as scapegoats. Most of them had acted 
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no differently from thousands of Jews who were allowed 
to emigrate to Israel. They are innocent. The Soviet 
authorities have recently released Silva Zalmanson, after 
she had spent four agonising years of a ten-year sentence in 
prison labour-camps. 

We, the undersigned, urge the Soviet Government to 
extend this gesture of humanity to the others still held 
captive. For the sake of a meaningful detente, in the true 
interests of justice, let them go!

The British airliner episode 
was 3 great personal blow for 
President Sadat, to whom much 
ot the credit must go for the 
Palestinian debut at the United 
Nations and the subsequent 
favourable resolutions. 

Iraq has already been named 
by the PLO as being behind the 
hijack. Although the Iraq Gov¬ 
ernment has denied involvement 
the man who directed the opera¬ 
tion is supported by Baghdad 
and is stationed there. He is 
Sabri al Banna (code name Abu 
Nidal), formerly the Al Fatah 
representative in Baghdad who 
was sentenced to death in 
absentia by the PLO for “ acti- 
vities against the revolution”. 

But Iraq was not alone. The 
group run by Abu Nidal 
“ Assifa General Command ”, 
to which the hijackers be¬ 
longed, is also suppor ted by the 
Li bvan regime. 

The Baghdad and Tripoli con¬ 
nexions have been evident in 
almost ali of the maverick terror 
operations undertaken in inter¬ 
national capitals. These two 
extremist regimes, which 


oppose Middle East peace 
moves have espoused disaffec¬ 
ted Al Fatah and other guerrillas 
willing io engage in freelance 
terror Intended to embarrass 
Mr Yassir Arafat, the PLO 
leader, - and moderate . Arab 
regimes. 

In the past Mr Sadat and like- 
minded Arab leaders have been 
virtually powerless to do any¬ 
thing about the-terrorist rebels 
since Mr Arafar and his, col* 
leagues were either unwilling 
or unable to take any firm stand. 

However, the PLO now clearly 
realizes that the -responsible 
role bestowed upon it by the 
Rabar summit conference car¬ 
ries certain obligations.

Freed woman hostage 
6 sat and cowered’ 


Five women from the hi¬ 
jacked VC10 were flown back 
to London yesterday. They 
were: Mrs Margaret Adams, 
aged 28, an Australian secre¬ 
tary; Mrs Peterson, of Singa¬ 
pore ; Mrs Tahan and Mrs 
Chakra-Borty, both of Calcutta; 
and Miss Indira Mason, aged 23, 
of Delhi, one of the steward¬ 
esses. 

All five were driven from the 
tarmac to the Brabazon lounge, 
which is normally reserved for 
Government officials and heads 
of state. A store at Hounslow 
was opened specially for them 
to buy clothes. 

Mrs Adams, close to tears, 
gave an account of the hi¬ 
jacking. “We were told abso¬ 
lutely nothing from start to 
finish”, she said. “We heatd 
sounds like fire-crackers and 
then I saw two men with rifles. 
They bad sort of machine-guns 
with bayonets fixed on the 
ends. I just sat in my seat and 
cowered. 

“I looked outside the .win¬ 
dow and thought I saw the In¬ 
dian hostess fall to the ground 
and then the man just came on 
board, ■ shoved everybody inside 
and we heard rifle -shooting and 
someone else was running up 
and down. 

“We didn’t know where we 
were going and what was hap¬ 
pening. They allowed the cap¬ 
tain, to speak to us.about three 
times. He said that they were 
commandos taking over the 
plane. If we behaved ourselves 
and kept calm, nothing would 
happen to us- I didn’t believe 
it. .... 

“It was very hot and the air 
conditioning wasn’t working on 
the aircraft We had little food 
and in the end no water ” ~- 

Asked about the shooting of 
the German businessman. Mrs 
Adams replied: “I thought he 
was with the terrorists. ■ He 
was very friendJv with them. 
He had been drinking 

“ The next thing I knew, they 
were talking about tomato sauce 
and bandages and the German 
was taken to the back and I 


think I saw the door open and 
we heard a couple of shots 

The atmosphere in the plane 
was very tense. “ The com¬ 
mandos treated us very well”, 
she said. - . 

At Heathrow, Mr Leonard 
Hendry and his wife Hilda were 
reunited after she had been 
freed . by the terrorists. “ I 
rushed into his arms, and I must 
admit I cried a little with hap¬ 
piness,” Mrs Hendry said. “It 
is really wonderful -to be back. 
I don't know if I am awake or 
asleep.” 

Mr Hendry, a banker from 
Dundee, had left the VC 10 at 
Dubai to visit the duty-free 
shop just before the hijackers 
attacked. After the airliner was 
flown to Tunis Mr Hendry 
could only wait helplessly. 

Mrs Hendry said: “ I was very 
glad he was not. in the plane 
at that moment, but I was also 
worried in case he had been 
involved in the fighting on the 

S ound. We heard shots and we 
lew that people had beeD in¬ 
jured—we had seen them 
taking away one or two people. 

“It was not until I was in 
the airport at Tunis and had 
left the plane that I heard he 
was all right.” 

Mr Hendry, sitting holding his 
wife’s hand, said he was 
“shattered” when he saw the 
aircraft flying away with his 
wife on board. He had not slept 
since the hijacking: 

His wife said the worst 
moment was when the terrorists 
first took over. 

She saw little of the incident 
which resulted in the shooting 
of the German passenger. 41 They 
took him to the back of the 
plane and they opened the 
door—all we kiew was that he 
did not come back ”, she said. 

Throughout the incident the 
passengers just sat and talked. 
They did not know what was 
happening outside because, the 
terrorists made them keep down 
the blinds. I did find a book 
in the end which I was getting 
very interested” she said. “It 
was called The Spotted Sphinx .” 


UN chief leaves

Karpov 
ready for 
Fischer

At a reception held to cele¬ 
brate bis victorv over • VTktor 
Korchnoi Anatoly Karpov re¬ 
marked that he hopes that when 
he plays Bobby Fischer for the 
world chess title he will not 
encounter the kind of un¬ 
pleasant incidents that marred 
ihe American’s conrest with 
Boris Spassky in 1972. 

When Korchnoi proposed a 
draw in the twenty-fourth and 
final game on Friday, Karpov 
readily agreed. He might well 
have insisted on playing it out, 
with a good chance of winning 
and thereby improving his nar¬ 
row 3—2 lead, but he was no 
longer interested in the game- 
He was already planning ahead 
for his challenge to Fischer. 

Karpov’s father, Yevgeny, an 
Industrial engineer, recently 
said -that what he liked most 
about his son, who is 23, was his 
perseverance- “ Kolya never 
stops halfway. He always goes 
after the big thing.” 

Karpov says about himself: 
“X always want to be first” 

All told, he strikes one as 
remarkably self-possessed for 
his age, well groomed, with his 
dark straight hair stylishly 
longish. In the West he might 
pass for a junior advertising 
executive. 

He was always a brilliant 
student and ar present heads 
his class at Leningrad Univer¬ 
sity. He played in his first chess 
tournament at the age of nine, 
having started playing the game 
at four. When he was 15 he won 
the world junior championship, 
and became a grand master at 
18. 

Asked about his recent con¬ 
test with Korchnoi, Karpov 
says the hardest moment was 
after the seventeenth game 
when he led 3—0. “ I decided 
I bad won the match and got 
careless, but my experienced 
rival, despite his predicament, 
found the courage and will to 
make a comeback and I lost the 
nineteenth. . and twenty-first 
games. But then I pulled 
myself together and stayed 
alert to the finish.” 

Harry Golombek writes: The 
final match in the candidates’ 
series to decide who shall 
challenge Bobby Fischer ended 
in Moscow last Friday in a 
narrow victory for Karpov, 
with a score of three wins, two 
losses and 19. draws. - The 
match lasted for two months 
and a week, which in fact is 
more or less the avenge 
length of time, for a world 
championship match. 

Indeed, this may well have 
turned out to be a struggle for 
the title If Bobby Fischer per¬ 
sists in maintaining his resig¬ 
nation from what he has called 
the FIDE World Championship 
and.if he refuses td meet 
challenge next year: '“ 

This would be a great pity 
as l can hardly imagine a more 
fascinating contest than a 
match between Fischer and 
Karpov. As to who would win 
suen a match is anybody’s 
guess. I. myself tend to favour 
the younger player, Karpov, if 
only because he must be on an 
ascending peak of form, 
whereas ^Fischer surely must 
have declined somewhat through 
three years* total absence from 
competitive chess.

500,000 Greeks turn out to 
honour dead students

Athens, Nov 24 

More than half a million 
angry demonstrators, shaking 
fists and ' waving banners, 
marched past the interrogation 
headquarters of the dreaded 
Greek military police and the 
neighbouring . American Em¬ 
bassy ' chanting 44 murderers, 
murderers ” and ' demanding 
vengeance for the Polytechnic 
massacre a year ago. 

The march was the climax of 
three days of celebrations to 
commemorate the student 
revolt at the Polytechnic which 
eventually opened the way for 
the restoration of democracy in 
Greece after seven years of 
dictatorship. - At least 18 Greeks 
were shot dead by the police 
and the Army 

It rook' the demonstrators 
more than two hours-to march 
nasti Discipline was remarkable. 
Some 3,000 students with arm- 


bands controlled the crowds. 
There ' were no incidents 
although police •' forces, 
armoured cars, and water can¬ 
nons were deployed in the area. 
The demonstrators dispersed 
quietly. 

Earlier columns of Athenians 
converged on the -Polytechnic 
under a warm afternoon sun, 
some bringing flowers, otbers 
carrying makeshift banners 
with slogans, still others with 
flags. They massed around the 
campus and tied the flowers on 
the railings where a year ago 
student demonstrators had 
defied tile junta’s rule

When.. Dorothy Turin comes 
back to the West End (in J. M. 
Barrie’s Whm Every Woman 
Knows,' opening at the Alberv 
on Thursday} it will be the tint 
time in nearly^ five years that 
.she has been in a commercial 
London theatre for a run. Her 
ocher appearances in these 
years have been exclusively 
with subsidized or seasonal 
theatres (the Aldwycb, the 
-Coliseum, Chichester) and 
although she’s currently to be 
found on _ ITV every Tuesday 
in Yorkshire Television’s epic 
adaptation of South Riding, she 
remains in hard box-office 
terms a curiously undervalued 
actress.. 

Like Claire Bloom and 
Geraldine McEwan but pre¬ 
cious few others she belongs 
io a generation of British 
actresses who, caught between 
the grand Shakespearians of 
the forties and the rebels of the 
sixties, are only just beginning 
to come into their own again. 
Born in London 44 years ago, 
the only daughter of a naval 
architect, she left school at 15 
and spent a year studying to be 
a musician. 

“ I suppose really I was lucky 
to find out early on that 1 
wasn't talented as a musician, 
but at the time it came as a 
terrible shock and made me 
very inhibited. On the rebound 
I wanted to get a job—any job 
—because there wasn’t much 
money in the family, but my 
father insisted I should try my 
luck as an actress. He'd sr—» 
me in a school play (Quality 
Street, oddly enough, also by 
Barrie ; what with that and nvb 
years of Peter Pan at the 
Coliseum and now What Every 
Woman Knows 1 seem to be 
somehow tied to Barrie) and he 
thought I’d be a good actress. 

I was passionately opposed to 
the idea: I can still remember 
Him trying to telephone RADA 
to see if they had any vacancies 
and me tearing the phone from 
his hand and saying I’d rather 
die than become an actress. Bur 
in the end I got used to the 
idea and I did go to RADA at 
the time of people' like Robert 
Shaw and Barbara Jefford”. 

She left RADA in 1S49, still 
only 19, and her career took off 
if not overnight then at any 
rate within a very few months. - 
By the end of 1950 she was 
already at the Old Vic, playing 
Katherine in Henry V after 
an equally young Anouk Aimee 
had dropped out of the cast. By 
1953 Kenneth Tynan (not a 
critic ever given to undue 
praise) was describing her per¬ 
formance in Graham Greene’s 
The Living Room as “ ablaze 
like a diamond in a mine ” and 
when that success was followed 
only a year later by an equal 
one as Sally Bowles in / Am A 
Camera (at what was then the 
New but is now the Albery 
Theatre and therefore where 
she-is about c xo play again) it 
must have seemed that her 
career was sec successful for 
ever. ’ 

“ I very soon discovered that 
if wasn’t”, she says. “A year 
after 1 Am A Camera, in 1955, 

I played St Joan in Anouilh's 
The Lark and the failure of 



that play, in London was one 
for which I still think 1 was at 
least partly responsible. But 
think how boring it would be 
if your career always worked 
out right: acting is a dangerous, 
fascinating business and if you 
were always to play it safe and 
only ever do the things you 
knew would work (even assum¬ 
ing there was any way of know¬ 
ing in advance) it would defeat 
the whole purpose of the pro¬ 
fession which is to take risks. 
I’ve always learnt much more 
fromTailure than from success.” 

Success, indeed, is not some¬ 
thing Miss Tutin seems much 
worried about: happily married 
to an actor (Derek Waring) and 
the mother of two young child¬ 
ren, she has managed to remain 
for fully 20 years a star with¬ 
out ever being a celebrity. 

“ Think' how terrible it would 

be to be known wherever you 
went; how is it possible for an 
actress like Elizabeth Taylor to 
live a real life if there’s always 
a chauffeur and a bodyguard 
around ? AH your material as 
an actress is taken away from 
you if you aren’t in touch with 


all kinds of people—coping 
with the hazards of public 
transport may not always be 
fun, but it’s better than being 
totally cut off from reality”, 
she says. 

“ I remember when Derek was 
doing Z Cars and wherever we 
went, even on holiday, he'd be 
stopped by people using the 
name of his television character 
—that kind of thing isn’t much 
fun for an actor. For me it’s 
always been easier—I’ve never 
had much of a film name and 
before East Riding Fd never 
done a long television series.” 

She had of course played Ann 
Boleyn in the best of the BBC’s 
Henry VIII plays and as early 
as 1957 she played Cecily in the 
now-classic film version of The 
Importance of Being Earnest, a 
job for which she received all 
of £500 which even for those 
days doesn't somehow seem 
quite enough. 

Talking about companies, 
would she I wondered like the 
chance of a season or two with 
the National ? 

“I’m not sure: I was in at 
the very beginning of Peter 


Hall’s Royal Shakespeare Com¬ 
pany at Stratford and the AJd- 
wych in the early 60s, which was 
a wonderful and thrilling time, 
but I think it’s always easier to 
start with a company than to 
join them later—somehow you 
have to fit in to an already 
established style and Pm in¬ 
clined to agree with Helen 
Mirren’s feeling that our big 
subsidized companies are at the 
moment more concerned with 
the mechanics of production 
than with the original words of 
the text—one of the best things 
I’ve ever done was the Peter 
Hall Troilus -in which all we had 
by way of scenery was a sand¬ 
pit.” 

- Derek Waring is about to go 
into another television series of 
Moody and Peg ; if What Every 
Woman Knows proves to be a 
success, Dorothy Turin will be 
in the theatre for eight perform¬ 
ances a week; what, I asked, 
would be the effect of all that 
on their family life ? 

“Oh well”, she said finally, 
" I suppose we’ll meet in bed.”

Keeping up with 
the Kennedys in America’s 
success story 


“Everyone is Irish' on St Patrick’s Day”, 
said the lady behind the counter, senti¬ 
mentally. She wore a bunch of giant-sized 
plastic shamrock pinned to her name tab, 
which proclaimed that she was called 
Kowalski. Having watched my cousins 
(both Cahills and fifth generation Ameri¬ 
cans) battling their way down Fifth 
Avenue in a snow storm on that particu¬ 
lar St Patrick’s Day Parade, I could only 
marvel at the public relations job the Irish 
in America have done for themselves. Irish 
eyes are always smiling at Abie’s Irish 
Rose, the colleen with the blue eyes and 
the lone black bair. Everyone forgets the 
short black temper and the long, unfor¬ 
giving memory. 

Stephen Birmingham in his book Real 
Lace: America’s Irish Rich (Hamish 
Hamilton, £4.75) reminds us thar it was 
not always so. Just over a century ago, 
more than a million Irish left their homes 
to avoid starvation and death, arriving 
in New York and Boston to find conditions 
not very much better. “ Irish ” became 
synonymous with drunkenness, poverty, 
fighting and crime. “The paddy wagon 
became the name of the vehicle that car¬ 
ried the .drunken Irishman, shouting and 
cursing, off to jail.” 

In the steps of. his earlier book Our 
Crowd , which traced the paths to fortune 
of Jewish immigrants, Mr Birmingham 
concentrates on those of the 47,000,000 
Americans of Irish descent who became 
exceedingly wealthy. The children of 
bondsmen, of barmen and servants became 
“lace curtain Irishas .they were con¬ 
temptuously called, middle classes with a 
passion for respectability, moving on to 
become the millionaires of the ’twentieth 
century. 

While the story of the Kennedy family 
is well known, there are otbers of equal 
interest. The McDonnell family fortune 

began with Peter McDonnell of Drumlisb, 
county Longford, described as a railroad 
and steamship agent, but actually a bonds¬ 
man, who acted as agent for the 
bewildered immigrant; selling bis labour 
cheap to a contractor, and housing him in 
what was virtually a private workhouse. 
His son James went to Fordham University, 
became a stockbroker, and in 1916 married 
Anna Murray, the daughter pf a multi¬ 
millionaire. In her turn, their daughter 
Anne-married the muItL-millioaaire, Henry 
Ford II. 

Not content with malting fortunes on 
die stock exchange, in publishing, in own¬ 
ing the Comstock silver mine, die Irish 
immigrants had a passion for respectability 
and social acceptance in society. Histori¬ 
cally less self-contained and self-reliant 
than the Jews, they longed for admission 
to clubs, debutante balls, die Junior 
League, golf dubs, yacht chibs, ail the most 
snobbish end, one would imagine, worthless 
symbols of the upper social class. Mr 
Breffilngham has an interesting theory that 
this was because so many of the Irish 
began as servants. Households had a 
“ Bridget ”, a generic name for a virtuous, 
hard-working Irish girl, a regular attendant 
at Mass, who observed the luxurious life 


of her employers from the scullery, kitchen 
or nursery, and determined on something 
similar for her children, one day. 

Needless to say, these hopes of social 
acceptance were never to be entirely 
accomplished. “The Irish were the one 
oppressed people on earth the American 
Protestants could never quite bring them¬ 
selves wholeheartedly to sympathize 
with ”, said Daniel Moynihan. And in the 
minefield of the American class.structure 
which exists, like an iceberg, nine-tenths 
below the surface, even the wealthy had 
to tread very wanly. 

The Murrays, the McDonnells and the 
Cuddihys, three wealthy families united 
by marriage,, built themselves enormous 
summer homes at Southampton, Long 
Island, a resort for the second-rate rich, 
who would be accepted at the fashionable 
Newport. Eight huge houses on 30 acres 
of shore front housed some 60 members 
of the family during the hot summer 
months. The. Southampton Beach . Club 
hung out a sign, well known ro the'early 
immigrants, “No Irish need apply”, but 
it finally succumbed to the weight of num¬ 
bers. The Kennedys, handsome, rich and 
attractive, left Boston for New York, Palm 
Beach and London in search of social 
success. Boston society could never forget 
that Joseph P. Kennedy was the son. of 
a barman, and that bis wife, the beautiful 
and elegant Rose, was the daughter of a 
politician whose career had been spec¬ 
tacular even in the corrupt and permissive 
atmosphere of Boston politics. In Palm 
Beach the old families came to the 
Kennedy parties but refused them member¬ 
ship of the Everglades Golf Club. They 
played golf at the Jewish Palm Beach 
Country Club. 

The Irish differed from other immigrant 
groups in that they went into poQtics. 
having the advantage of speaking the 
language. Unfortunately, their record has 
been marked with some extraordinary 
cases of corruption. Stephen Birmingham 
tells us of- the Wisconsin born Edward' L. 
Dobeny, who went into oil, and in 1925 
was reputed to be richer than John D. 
Rockefeller. Doheny’s involvement in the 
Teapot Dome scandal and the- following 
courr appearances, revealing, among other. 
things, a $100,000 bribe in cash to the 
11 Secretary of -the Interior, make Watergate 
look positively small time. “Tammy Hall 
politics ” is a phrase which, for many years, 
has been synonymous with corruption and 
graft. 

Ihe' one uniting influence on the Irish, 
as on the Jews, was the practice of their 
religion. The early patriarchs were strict 
observers, of the particularly Irish kind 
of Roman Catholicism—a fierce puritan- 
ism, coupled with more belief in hell-fire 
and damnation than in charity and love. 
Charity was dispensed to Catholic causes, 
and frequently these paralleled and imi¬ 
tated the socially upper class Protestant 
groups; sweet-charity could often give the 
social climber a leg up the ladder. There 
was even, incredibly in these ecumenical 
days, a pecking order of Catholicism, 
derived from the ferocity of their obser¬ 


vance; Irish was best, German perfectly 
acceptable, and in descending order came 
the English (very few), French, Italians, 
Belgians, Portuguese and all other kinds 
of Catholics were, so to speak, beyond the 
Pale—a peculiarly Irish notion. 

Divorce was anathema, and even marry¬ 
ing a non-Catbolic was something to .be 
kept extremely quiet. My father dis¬ 
covered, when an adult, that his American 
“ Godmother ” was iu fact his aunt, but 
as she had married outside the church, 
she was never acknowledged to be a mem¬ 
ber of the family. Great steps were taken 
to provide suitable matches, and in a 
passage reminiscent of a scene from Evelvo 
Waugh, Mr Birmingham recounts the 
efforts put in to the conversion of Henry 
Ford IT to Catholicism in rime for “The 
Wedding of the Century ” in 1940 when he 
married Anne McDonnell. Alas, to no great 
purpose—divorced in 1964, they both re¬ 
married, and one of their daughters was 
briefly the fourth wife of Mr ■ Sravros 
Niarchos. The advent of great wealth acts 
as a solvent on the bonds of religious and 
social custom, and in later generations this 
has been true of Jews and Catholics alike. 

On the lighter side, the ancestor of the 
Murray family, having never served alcohol 
in his house, took to doing so after Pro¬ 
hibition, on the grounds that “Nobody 
Is going to tell me what ’ to do ”■—a fine 
old Irish maxim. But on the whole, k.is a 
sad story. Great wealth has been divided 
up among huge families, causing much 
contemn on and dnssatasf action. Families 
have split over religious observances, and 
fallen away from the church and each 
other. Tragedy dogs their lives—the curse 
of the Irish js still drink, with the added 
modern hazard erf car accidents. Many of 
the families have a series of personal 
tragedies comparable to those of the 
Kennedys, and in the business world, the 
family brokerage firms of the incomparably 
wealthy McDonnells went bankrupt in 1970. 

“Ah, you must be Irish*', American* 
would say to me, on discovering my name. 
44 Certainly not ”, I would reply, with more 
truth than civility. Indeed, with the name¬ 
sakes of my many relatives (among them 
Cahills, Devlins and Toomeys) so often 
and so unpleasantly in the headlines, one 
might insist that, being of Irish,' American 
and English descent, one was, of course, 
entirely British. Stephen Birmingham 
reports an odd little exchange of memos 
at the New York Times when the editor, of 
the women’s Tand society paaes was repri¬ 
manded for referring to “ rich Irish Catho¬ 
lics ” on the grounds that it might be con¬ 
sidered as offensive as, for examnle, “rich 
Russian Jews”. (They decided, on the 
whole, that to be described as a rich Irish 
Catholic would not offend.) But the odd 
thing, to our eyes, is that this phrase was 
applied to the McDonnells, a family which 
had laved in America for more than a 
century. How long, we wonder, does it 
take to come out from behind the Jace cur¬ 
tain and become an American ?

Arundell at Sadler’s Wells in 
the late 1940s, and later, less 
successfully but' still memor¬ 
ably, Glen Byam Shaw in the 
same theatre. Yet Gounod’s 
music resists alienation effects: 
his Foust was composed for the 
decorous, family-entertainment 
milieu of the Paris Op4ra 
Comique; it -is a museum- 
piece, a' lovely and influential 
specimen of its period. 

The musical text was much 
altered, for many years and 
diverse reasons. New produc¬ 
tions nowadays have rather to 
consider what to omit and in¬ 
clude than what can be ren¬ 
dered topical by a producer's 
ingenuity. Those Sadler’s 
Wells productions (and I re¬ 
member one by the Carl Rosa 
too) did some musical spade¬ 
work. They were sung in 
English. Gounod’s Faust is 
essentially French 1859. The 
new Covent Garden production, 
its first since 1938, maker s 
point of being French m style 
as well as language. 

" Covent Garden’s musical 
director, Colin Davis, did some 
polishing of the musical text 
when he conducted the Byam 
Shaw production. He, presum- 


deEghted its audience chiefly 
because .'Mr Copley principally 
placed the ball in the musical 
court,' helping Mr Matbeson and 
a handpicked cast to project 
the spirit of Gounod’s opera 
loyally and persuasively ' in 
musical terms. 

It is a non-Frencb cast, pre¬ 
dictably. Kiri te Kanawa made 
a radiant and touching Mar- 
gu&ritey especially in he* 
famous Erst -utterance “Non, 
Monsieur ”, her lament, “H he 
revient pas ”, in the big tune in 
church, “Seigneur accueillez”, 
and throughout her distraught 
prison scene (an almost white, 
but not thin, tone). She has the 
trill and the .brilliance for the 
Jewel Song. I was sorry she 
did not wear traditional pigtails 
and, as usual, her jewels looked 
atrocious on her dress. She is 
not the spiritual Marguerite, 
but a nice simple girl:whose' 
character develops throughout 
the opera. 

Stuart Burrows sang Faust 
lyrically but not weakly- (bow 
Jovely to. hear high .botes taken 
softly- and - With a ' translucent 
ring), and is becoming a more 
flexible actor; the dolo violin 
in “ Salut, demeure” was 
gently yet beautifully played. 
Anne Howells made a pretty, 
girEsh Sieb'el, pressing some- 


mamnov face and Harlequin 
crew-cut, ■ the plucked-chicken 
appearance, all made sense; 
but not in this dramatic -or 
musical context. . ' 

Mr Copley’s production is in¬ 
deed not quite unified. The 
first three acts are exquisitely 
done—particularly the Ker^ 
messe, ' a party-piece crowd- 
scene in minute, fascinating 
-detail—the* church and prison 
scene - much more stark _ and 
modern in styley disturbingly 
disparate to the 'unity of the 
opera. It seemed typical that 
Mephisto’s first ascent through 
a trapdoor, and the final vision 
of angels on a wobbly magic 
carpet, both misfired. 

Copley productions-' always 
improve- when he supervises 
the first revival. T can hardly 
wait for it, so much is delightful 
(the lighting in many scenes, 
for example), so Ettle, though 
important* clashing with the 
inferable whole conception. 
Rightly he producer. . the 
Soldiers* Chorus as a heroic 
crowd piece ' with "moments of 
horror in the Arundell madmen 
We do not see t&e murder of 
Marguerite’s baby (a- - Byam 
Shaw feature which I later saw 
in Dublin). 'I would gladly for¬ 
go the Church scene, unevent¬ 
ful and weakly produced (even 
with its horror-comic end).

The; rondo, winning 
for its sense of Ene and ; com- 
pleteness, was, like the inter¬ 
pretation as a whole, indeed the 
entire ’ recital, profoundly satis¬ 
fying for much being- said with¬ 
out shouts or unwanted rhetoric.

Above nil, Mr Slatkin, whose 
European debut this was, made 
the RPO play with great Ere' 
and panache.

But it 
was also good to hear the 
orchestra’s string tone in such 
good shape: this, I should say, 
is especially to.

drama that was instinct in his 
theme. He is more interesting 
on the decline, though I think 
he overemphasizes the signifi¬ 
cance of Gandhi’s salt march 
in 1920. ..This was not ** the 
first of many steps on the 
English' path -of--surrender-to 
nationalist pressures one 
such .step bad been taken more 
than a.decade before, when- the 
Bengalis bombed the Viceregal 
throne out of Calcutta and .into 
the new imperial seat Delhi. 
He may well, be right, that 
Empire ended partly because 
those devious'Americans- were 
working for its. downfall; hot 
to be convinced of .this /1 shall- 
require more than the unsup- . 
ported assertion^ of a Cana.- . 
dian writing, ip to .speak, - fey 
the seat of his pants/ 

Professor Bowie’s book bears 
all the superficial marks of a. 
Christmas -bestseller -in the 
bookshops of Cheltenham, 
Brighton, SW1, - ana other 
places where nostalgia still 
runs high. It is splendidly 
illustrated and covers the 
whole imperial enterprise bk. 
by mettlesome bit. - It reviews 


well enough, therefore, same 
essential truths of the British 
Empire: that this was founded 
and consolidated for the most 
part by a combination of free- 
booting adventure and sharp 
commercial avarice, with gov- 
. eminent rather reluatant. to 
accept new acquisitions almost 
‘ as 4 often' &s not. It offers us a 
brisk run down on some of the 
■ wholly admirable Empire- 
builders, Eke Cook and Cod- 
rington, as\ well as giving the 
traditional due to - land-grab¬ 
bers like, Rhodes and totfem 
figures Eke Livingstone. But 
the Empire’s real achievements 
are barely hinted at. They 
could be demonstrated,- per¬ 
haps, only by comparing the 
British record with those of 
otiier imperialists; and. this 
would have . required .an 
amount of. research, that the 
author, I imagine, was not pre¬ 
pared for. 

If I am to have-a sweeping 
history of Empire, I had rather 
it came from the pen of a 
Morris, with its originally vivid 
impressionism, than from 
someone like Professor Bowie, 
who offers me nothing hut the 
second-hand. Not only does the 
text skip.and jump in the most 
unsettling manner- (after 
slaughtering 60,000 fuzzy-wuz- 
ries .at Omdunnan with Kitch¬ 
ener, .-we are transported 
within .a dozen pages to Sir 
Robert Menzies in the tranqui¬ 
lity of the Cinque Ports) bur 
from time to time the inform¬ 
ation conveyed is . downright 
misleading. It - really is about 
time that English history 
books stopped repeating Hol- 
weQ’s self-inflated account of 
the Black Hole incident and 
presented the accurate version 
provided by modern - schol¬ 
arship. And anyone .who can 
say that Livingstone “ was sus¬ 
tained by an ineradicable sense 
of mission ” and (impEtitiy) 
by nothing else, clearfy has not 
taken into account the disco¬ 
veries made by Professor Scha- 
pera %nd others since 1959.

at the leg spinner ; Denness was 
leg before hitting across the line 
again after giving the promise of 
an innings.

Indian tailenders thwart West Indian fast bowlers 


Bangalore, India, Nov 24.—West 
Indies took a first inn i n gs lead 
of 29 runs over India in the first 
Test match here today but with 
two days left the match was evenly 
poised. India, who began the day 
at 43 for two, prospered before 
luncheon, slumped immediately 
afterwards and recovered for the 
last two wickets to add 61 runs. 
This dashed West Indian hopes of 
a more substantial lead. 

In the last boor West Indies 
made 40 for one, leaving them 69 
ahead with nine wickets in hand. 
They made 289 to India’s 260 in 
the first innings. The Indian 
heroes were Hemant Kanitkar, who 
made 65 in his first Test innings, 
Abid All with 49 runs and Pras- 
anna, who scored 23 in a ninth- 
wicket partnership of 42, at more 
than a run a minute. 

Holder was the best of the West 
Indian bowlers with three for 37. 
Roberts, the other opening bowler, 
also had three victims. 


It was the stand between Abid 
Ali and Prasanna which provided 
the major excitement for the third 
successive full house crowd of 
45,000. Prasanna, coming in at No 
10 , edged, slashed and drove the 
West Indies pacemen to distrac¬ 
tion. Boyce, who had an unlucky 
day. was visibly annoyed by 
Prasanna’s resistance and bis feel¬ 
ing rubbed off on Roberts. The 
West Indian fielding, which had 
been keen all day, became a little 
slipshod. Both Boyce and Roberts 
hurled down bouncers at Prasanna 
which angered his home crowd.

Saturday. December ~ is surely 
a date to ring ftz the dtaiy, because 
it is on that day that Cheltenham 
hopes to be staging one of the 
most fascinating day's jumping in 
the first Half of the season.

The Chel tenha m 
Trial Hurdle now promises to be 
every bit as enthralling.

Young South Africans win World Cup 


Real tennis 


Caracas, Nov 24.—Soutb Africa 
today won the twenty-second world 
team golf cup bere by five strokes 
over Japan. South Africa’s Bobby 
Cole today scored a two-under-par 
68 and his teammate Dale Hayes 
bad a 72 for an aggregate total of 
554 strokes over the four-day 
tournament. 

Tbe dapper Cole also won tbe 
individual trophy with a total of 
271, nine strokes under par, and 
five strokes ahead of Japan’s 
Masasbi Ozaki who was second. 
Hale Irwin of tbe United States 
was third with 278. 

Japan's Ozaki and Isao A old 
scored a combined total of 559 
to finish second in the major team 
competition on tbe 6,763-yard, 
par 70 Lagunita Country Club 
course. The United States was 
third with 563 and Taiwan fourth 
with 566. 

The Cole-Hayes tea m victory 
marked the second time South 
Africa has won the huge gold 
world cup. formerly the Canada 


Cup. The combination of Gary 
Player and Harold Bending won 
in Madrid in 1965. 

“ I played here better than I 
did La Taaglewood, where I 
finished third to Lee Trevino and 
Jack Nicklans," said Cole. In this 
tournament be used the bigger 
American ball and had four days 
of brilliant strokes. 

’ The 26-year-old professional 
from Johannesburg said he planned 
to enter the United States PGA 
circuit next year. Cole and his 
talented 22-year-old partner, the 
6 ft 3 lu Hayes, are tbe youngest 
team to win the world cup since 
it began 22 years ago. 

Tbe United States team of Lee 
Trevino and Hale Irwin was never 
a threat. Although Irwin played 
two-under-par golf for rhe 72-hole 
event—he shot a two-under 68 
today—Trevino could not make 
good use of his putter. Although 
always close to the pin, Trevino 
had - trouble reading the slow 
greens. 


“ I didn’t play well all week ”, 
complained Trevino in the club 
locker room. Asked if be thought 
his major tournament problem was 
putting, be replied : “ Putting 

wasn’t that important. Hell, if 
you get tbe ball close enough you 

can kick it in.”

Angus uses the 
dedan 

as trump card

Howard Angus, tbe amateur 
champion, beat Norwood Cripps 
the bolder, after three gruelling 
hours play in the final of the 
Cutty Sark Real Tennis Tourna¬ 
ment at Queen’s Club yesterday.

But 
it was fast and exciting for four 
sets and only in tbe fifth did 
Angus, having at one time looked 
worried, shake off his rival. 

In tbe first two sets Angus Just 
kept his nose in front through his 
greater capacity to return the most 
difficult shots, while Cripps, in 
going for tbe winning stroke made 
mistakes. It was pressure against 
pressure and Angus was the better 
at it, though against some force¬ 
ful volleying he was often made to 
scramble. 

In tiie first set Cripps, at one 
time trailing 3—5, made it 5—5 
with a winner off tbe tambour and 
a lovely backhand that slid down 
the main wall and was unplayable. 
He‘deuced the set game only to be 
beaten by a nicked service. In the 
second .set bo made a brief stand 
after being down 2—5. 

Ac 0—1 in the third set, Cripps 
staked everything on a grand attack 
on die dedans, lu this, way he won 
four points and the second game 
and regained- all bis lost con- 
fidence. For this and tbe fourth 
set he played tiie better, more 
controlled real tennis, always using 
the dedans as his tramp card. 

Cripps Js less of a match player 
than Angus, He was unable to 
retain tiie momentum be bad 
achieved in the third and fourth 
sets and Angae, without' being 
brilliant, worked his way 'to a 

virtually unassailable lead- The 
challenge march for tbe British 
Open title between Angus and. 
Willis las been postponed owing to 
tiie latter suffering a leg injury.

Squash rackets 

One man’s tactics against 
another man’s strokes

Squash Rackets Correspondent 
Jonab Barrington came back from 
a game and 0—4 down to beat 
Ahmed Safwat 5—9, 9—4, 9—4, 
9—1 in the 54 minute final of 
the West Warwickshire open 
squash rackets tournament, spon¬ 
sored by William Embley Ltd, at 
Soubuli last evening.

Barrington was making 
him cover the court at a stamina- 
sapping speed and the contest 
provided a delightful basic con¬ 
trast between Barrington’s tac¬ 
tics and Safwar’s strokes. 

Even in adversity Barrington 
performed prodigies of retrieving 
and displayed lightning reflexes. 


He was fluently versa tiie and 
usually tidy in drawing on a wide 
range of strokes to hustle Safwat 
about. It was inevitable that this 
pressure would pay dividends, 
particularly as those who know 
their Barrington were aware that 
he had the greater capacity to 
absorb punishment and rebound to 
authority . 

When Safwat was ^—0 up in 
the second game it became 
apparent be needed a breather. 

A fast-flawing stream of easy 
winners gave Barrington the second 
game.

N Zealand 
finding 
their old 
eminence 

From an Irish Rugby 
Correspondent 

On the evidence provided at 
Lansdownc Road on Saturday, New 
Zealand rugby has started Its climb 
hack to the position of eminence 
from which it was dislodged by the 
Lions and England during the' past 
three years. The margin uf a goal 
and three penalty goals (ISptsi to 
two peoalty goals 16 ) gives no 
indication of the completely one- 
sided nature of this affair. Indeed, 
any of the 35,000 spectators would 
be unlikely to recall any occasion 
on which an Irish team was our- 

E laved so comprehensively on 
rime territory. 

New Zealand took complete 
charge of tbe contest between the 
forwards right from the start and 
Increased the pressure to such a 
degree that only because the 
emphasis was on eliminating 
errors, was Ireland's line crossed 
no more than once. Admittedly, 
the surface was treacherous, even 

» n the well drained Lansdowne 
pitch absorbed the torrential 
rain of the morning, but stiU, two 
such highly talented wings as 
Williams and Batty were not In¬ 
vited to join in the attacking 
schemes. 

Comparisons with the long tour 
team of two seasons ago -are 
obvious, and tbe conclusion must 
favour the view that this one Is 
stronger.

Lee is now more useful 
as a team player

Of at least those first division 
managers who are convinced that 
they can win tbe league cham¬ 
pionship. the one with the most 
tricks up his mohair sleeve is 
possibly David Mackay, wbo warns 
to turn Derby County into a 
modern version of the Tottenham 
Hotspur team he so forcefully 
Influenced in the sixties. Anyone 
who can produce a team capable 
of beating Ipswich Town 2 —0 on 
a pitch more suitable for produc¬ 
ing pumpkins, deserves tn be 
heard, even if he seems to he 
lucking over his shoulder towards 
the future 

Accepting rhe present chmure 
nf defensiveness, Mackay’s Derby 
arc already having days when 
comparisons with the Spurs side 
founded on Bkinchflowcr's wit, 
the sharpness of Greaves and the 
elusiveness of White, are not 
unfounded. Saturday was such a 
day ; it could have been a pan¬ 
tomime of absurdity with the ball 
stagnant in the mud yet it was. 
for Derby, a day of light-stepping 
freedom. Hector, Gem mi 11. Rioch 
and, above all, Lee, saw that 
Ipswich, without Beattie and 
Hunter in defence, were at their 
weakest and set upon them 
unmercifully. If there was a 
criticism, it was not of anything 
seen' here but of previous davs 
a wav from home when these same 
eloquent spokesmen for positive 
football had held their tongues. 

The most persuasive contributor 
was Lee, now so much more 
useful as a team man than when 
surrounded by many other colour¬ 
ful characters at Manchester City. 
There was a time when one felt 
he was a clever artisan, always 
straddling the fence between his 
successful private business inter¬ 
ests and his football. Now he 


seems to have emerged with all 
of the originality of his early days 
and much more feeling for the 
needs of every game- Here, Tbe 
requirement was quick, penetra¬ 
tive movements into rhe wounds 
caused to Ipsv.ich by Geimaiil and 
Riocli, who tended the engine of 
the team with the diligent care 
of veteran car enthusiasts. 

Not many of me Ipswich team 
fulfilled their uwn expectations 
and even the usually crucial and 
tireless Viljocn had to abandon 
all hope and leave the field after 
an hour. Perhaps un!y two came 
between Derby and a rout. Woods, 
who kept wide on the drier 
margins uf rhe pirch and made 
several exciting runs, and the 
goalkeeper. Shell. 

Derby took their goals In rhe 
first half an hour. ;n intensifying 
Ipswich's discomfort. Rioch al¬ 
ways ran as if defensive gaps 
would open in front of him. and, 
disturbingly for Bobby Robson, 
who is unused to seeing his team 
in rags these days, they almost 
always did. He made tbe first goal 
by winning a corner which he 
took himself, playing It short to 
Newton who chipped a centre for 
Hector to place in a partly un¬ 
defended goal. After much more 
delightful, vigorous football. Derby 
took the inevitable second goal 
when Newton put a pass across 
the goalmouth then Rioch hit it 
in. As In so many other instances, 
the Ipswich defence shattered like 
brittle glass.

Liverpool still seeking 
Anfield authority

Perhaps teams come to Mersey¬ 
side with rather less trepidation 
now that the lion has thrice been 
bearded in his den with the 
season still well short of halfway.

Both goalkeepers made superb 
saves at eycbalt-to-eycball range, 
Clemence in the first half when 
Gould's cross found Liverpool 
widely dispersed and Jennings 
with complete freedom lor a 
header; somehow Clemencc 
knocked the ball away. Day's 
prime moment came late in rhe 
match with Liverpool attacking 
strongly; Lindsay hooked in a 
shot (rom handshaking distance 
hut Day remarkably diverted it. 

By comparison with what had 
gone before, the second half was 
a disappointment. A lot of gond 
work dissolved on the approach 
routes. West Ham began to sIdw 
things down and the alarms were 
confined to shots by Robson and 
McDermott, which 'skimmed tbe 
respective posts.

The fertile mind in the Chelmsford oasis

Alive again in a graveyard of reputations

Mr Charlton found himself in 
familiar company on . Saturday. 
Bums, Sadler and Stiles, all former 
Manchester United colleagues, 
were in the Preston lineup, which 
also included some promising 
young players, such as Fielding 
and Doyle, both in their teens. 

Doyle is as strong as an ox, 
and he was a major influence in 
midfield alongside Stiles, who is 
as combative as ever. Stiles con¬ 
ceded the free kick from which 
Dagless opened the scoring for 
Blyth after three minutes. Preston's 
wall was short of a few bricks and 
the ball was driven through the 
gap from 22 yards, leaving Tunks 
to remonstrate with his colleagues. 

Thereafter Stiles, Doyle and Mr 
Charlton kept Lang active in the

Sandringham prepares for thousands more spring visitors

The Queen’s Sandringham, 
estate, 20,000 acres of heath 
and heather, picturesque 
woodland and fertile farms, 
is one of East Anglia’s finest 
scenic attractions. At a con¬ 
servative estimate, more 
than 250,000 people visit it 
each year. Now the royal 
estate authorities are pre¬ 
paring for an even greater 
influx. 

They believe that, when 


the southern by-pass and 
second river bridge over the 
Ouse open in May at King’s 
Lynn, thereby eliminating a 
notorious traffic bottleneck, 
West Norfolk will draw in¬ 
creasing numbers of tourists 
from the Midlands. 

The Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh have become 
increasingly tourist-conscious, 
in recent years. Admittedly, 
the estate has to pay its way 
and there is spin-off from 
the sale of souvenirs and 


refreshments 10 sightseers. 
But the Royal Family’s chief 
reason for opening a country 
park and its attendant facili¬ 
ties is thar the public can 
enjoy Sandringham’s natural 
beauty. 

Sandringham has been a 
royal possession for more 
than a century and the pri¬ 
vate home of four genera¬ 
tions of sovereigns. King 
Edward VTI transformed the 
shooting into some of the 
finest in the country. 


Much to admire but much still to be done in provision for leisure

West Norfolk, has taken a 
close look at what it offers 
tourists and its own citizens 
in their leisure hours. A 
working party found much to 
admire, but some deficien¬ 
cies. 

The area has long beaches, 
good sport for anglers at sea 
and on river, Yachting 
havens, bird sanctuaries, and 
a chance to drive through 
the royal park at Sandring¬ 


ham. Above all it has much 
unspoilt countryside, not all 
as Hat or treeless as reputa¬ 
tion would have it, and 
cathedral-like churches built 
by medieval squires and mer¬ 
chants to their own glory. 

But there are few theatres 
or other indoor entertain¬ 
ment centres, and a shortage 
of hotels. Nevertheless, 
during the summer the popu¬ 
lation rises by 35,000 people, 
with another estimated 
20,000 weekend visitors, 


many driving across for the 
day from the industrial Mid¬ 
lands. 

Three out of 10 stajr with 
friends. So if you decide to 
live in West Norfolk, be 
prepared to see a lot of your 
friends. 

Only 6 per cent find accom¬ 
modation in hotels and guest 
houses. Nearly 60 per cent 
caravans or holiday 


chalets. Tbe working party 
reported sadly: “From a 
planning point of view per¬ 


manent caravan sites have 
few aesthetic qualities and 
generally have a deleterious 
effect on their surroundings." 

Nobody surveying the coast 
between Snettisham and Hun¬ 
stanton would be likely to 
dispute that. West Norfolk 
Council recently bought part 
of Heacham beach to preserve 
it from further encroach¬ 
ment. 

But the report pointed out 
that the trend towards self¬ 
catering holidays will not 


diminish. Indeed, it is likely 
to be accelerated by the 
rising cost of travel abroad 
and of hotels at home. 

The working party sugges¬ 
ted that flats and permanent 
holiday chalets were pre¬ 
ferable to permanent caravan 
sites, and that provision of 
further accommodation of 
that type, and of hotels, 
should be encouraged. It also 
recommended more sites for 
touring caravans and 
campers. _

Hunstanton, the biggest 
resort in the area, embodies 
all the typical seaside virtues 
of beaches, pier, cliff-walk, 
gardens, spores grounds (in¬ 
cluding a croquet lawn) and 
an entertainment ' centre 
staging plays, wrestling 
matches and art exhibitions. 
Owing to its position in the 
mouth of the Wash, Hunstan¬ 
ton can describe itself os the 
East Coast resort which 
faces west, with tbe advan¬ 
tage of spectacular sunsets 
over the sea. 


Stretching north 'are five 
miles of coastline preserved 
by the National Trust Inland, 
undulating countryside, some 
of it wooded, leads to Dock¬ 
ing in the heart of Nelson 
country-—the Admiral was 
born at Burnham Thorpe. 

Councils who want to 
spend money on capital 
projects to enable people to 
enjoy themselves are likely 
to receive an austere wel¬ 
come from the Treasury for 
some time. But West 
Norfolk’s recreation and 
amenities committee, having 
studied the working partv’s 
report, has drawn up a list 
of requirements for when 
money becomes available. 

At the top is an indoor 
swimming pool for Hunstan¬ 
ton, whose Blue Lagoon 
closed seven years ago. 
King’s Lynn already has an 
open air pool, with an 
indoor one under construc¬ 
tion. 


Other items listed as desir¬ 
able _ include sports centres 
at King’s Lynn and Hunstan¬ 
ton—where a private com¬ 
pany has suggested making 
use of the site of the former 
railway station. More 
modestly. Down ham Market, 
in the south of the new dis¬ 
trict council territory, needs 
a sports pavilion to replace 
an old building. 

For tourists tbe charm of 
King’s Lynn lies in its anrienr 
buildings and the stories that 
can be traced in the succes¬ 
sive alterations carried out to 
them. One which could be 
transformed under the com¬ 
mittee’s plans is the Corn 
Exchange, at present housing 
concerts, dances, indoor foot¬ 
ball and badminton as well as 
the weekly corn market. 

With an eye to conference 
business, the working party 
suggested it cquld be con¬ 
verted to a theatre seating 
700 to 300 people, with a 
smaller hall and bars within 
the shell of the existing 
handsome building. Another 
possible development is a 
municipal golf course to join 
the four private clubs in the 
district. 


One project seems certain 
to go ahead. Lynn speedway 
club has been promised a 
loan by a private sector to 
provide, a new stand, two 
bars and a lounge costing 
more than £30,000. 

Inland boating, as well as 
sea yachting, is increasing in 
popularity. Along the River 
Ouse, Denver Sluice guards 
against the danger of flood 
water from 800.000 acres of 
fenland overwhelming the 
countryside. Its attendant 
complex of waterways pro¬ 
vides sport for sailors, 
boaters and anglers. Hund¬ 
reds of people prefer just 
to watch, and a car park may 
be laid out for them. 

Those wbn insist that Nor¬ 
folk is flat need go no 
farther rhan the old Marsh- 
land rural district area to 
the west of King’s Lynn. Its 
rich, level earth, reclaimed 
from the sea, and the restful 
horizons leave many mem¬ 
ories. 


King George V regarded 
it as his home. “ Dear old 
Sandringham, the place £ 
love better than anywhere 
else in tbe world ”, he wrote. 
King George VI shared the 
same sentiments. The 
Queen, who runs two race¬ 
horse studs on the estate arid 
keeps her mares there, has 
similar affections for the re¬ 
laxing, yet bracing, wind¬ 
swept, wild countryside. 

Tbe public can enjoy rhe 
delights of the estate all the 
year round. Ironically, its 
royal owners’ duties permit 
them only six weeks a year 
at Sandringham. 

Until 196S, when the coun¬ 
try park was established, 
motorists and picnickers 
made their way haphazardly 
! about the estate, looking for 
1 resting spots on rhodo¬ 
dendron-lined verges and in 
Sects pine woods. On Sun¬ 
days roadsides became 
t dogged with holidaymakers 
1 and the traffic dangers grew. 
[ So tbe Queen decided to 
•open a country park well 
; away from the traffic and in 
! an area where her farming 
J and forestry enterprises 
I would be unharmed by 
tramping feet. 


Three hundred acres of 
heath and woodland have 
been made available to the 
public in the first stage at 
Sandringham. It includes a 
scenic driveway, complete 
with parking bays for 
motorists among the oak and 
chestnut woods. Together 
with a loop road to reduce 
traffic hazards, the three 
quarter mile long track 
carved through woodland cosr 
£10,000. The Countryside 
Commission gave a grant of 
£5,000. 

A mile of nature trail near 
by reveals the way in which 
the natural vegetation has 
been modified by planting, 
not only for beauty but also 
timber production. Some of 
the older trees date back 100 
years. 

A second stage of the 
country park, which involves 
opening another 300 acres 
to the public at Double 
Lodges, near West Newton, 
is still awaiting government 
approval. This scheme 
would mean the closure of a 
minor road. 

Objections were voiced by 
Freebridge Lynn rural coun¬ 
cil, which disappeared with 
the reorganization of local 
government. But the objeo 
tions lived on and the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment has 
to adjudicate. 

The latest addition to the 
holiday complex at Sandring¬ 
ham is a souvenir and local 
craft centre which its 
designer calls “an exotic 
building straight from a fairy 
story ”. Mr Desmond Waite, 
the architect, dreamt it up 
last Christmas Day. He said: 
“I got fed up with the 
festive fare, so I disappeared 
and drew the building then ”. 

The centre bas been built 
of local brown stone and 
cedarwood. It fits in with 
surrounding larches and has 
a clock tower “ to create a 
village scene”. 

A cafeteria, a flower stall, 
a fruit stand and a newly- 
built lych-gate will complete 
the complex, ready for next 
season’s opening in April. 
For six months the 70 acres 
of gardens and grounds are 
open to the public. Admis¬ 
sion proceeds go partly to 
charities of the Queen's own 
choice and the rest is 
ploughed back into improv¬ 
ing the gardens. 

Zn the past seven years a 
determined effort has been 
made to improve the appear¬ 
ance of the grounds. Now 
there is colour all through 
the summer. A woodland 
glade with countless speci¬ 
mens of azaleas and rliodo- 
demons is magnificent. In 
early summer the polyanthus 
are' outstanding and even In 
late August hydrangeas 
bloom in profusion. 

Sandringham House, 
which, 'is undergoing the 
demolition of 91 rooms and 
the rebuilding of 18 to make 
the house more economical to 
fun is not open to the 
public. But the exterior of 
the Jacobean-style mansion 
reveals many. interesting 
features. An inscription on a 
sundial at the .west terrace 


perhaps sums up the spirit 
of Sandringham.

hours. 

In the grounds during the 
summer a new attraction is 
a complex of four museums, 
covering ancient royal cars, 
archaeological and Royal 
Family mementoes, big 
game trophies and horse- 
raring interests. 

Gradual . improvements 
will be carried out to make 
the estate more attractive 
for both the Royal Family 
and the public. Mr Julian 
Loyd, the Queen’s Agent, 
said: “ We want to keep the 
estate as natural woodland, 
with no gimmicks. We won': 
be having a safari park." 

Lions will not be needed 
to attract visitors so long as 
Sandringham bas its raved 
connexions. To cope with 
the growing number of 
sightseers from all over 
Britain and overseas, the 
estate will shortly appoinr a 
country park warden to give 
advice" to people and to 
guard against fire hazards 
in the wooded areas. 

So much for the public 
face of Sandringham. The 
estate embraces eieht 
parishes, consisting of 17.000 
acres of farmland, 2,000

Farming in all these en¬ 
vironments is, as always, in 
u state-of change. The nura. 


her of holdings drops by 2 or 
3 per cent a year and the 
workers on the land by 4 per 
cent—which means more or 
bigger machines and new 
adaptations of cropping and 
stocking. 

This is not to say that the 
district us a whole is . given 
over to agricultural ry- 
coonery. There are a number 


of very large enterprises but 
there are still plenty of pros¬ 
perous men on small acre¬ 
ages. On the .lands anything 
under 500 acres may not be 
thought really practicable but 
on the silt and peat, soils 
nearly half the farms are less 
than 50 acres and nearly a 
quarter less than 15. 

The sandlands vary a great 


deal in fertility, according 
to what lies underneath 
them. The sheep which, to¬ 
gether ivirh the old Norfolk 
rotation of cereals, roots and 
clover, made their rusromary 
cropping possible, have gone. 
The main crop is still barley, 
with some ivneat and rather 
more sugar beet, some 
potatoes and sometimes a 
temporary grass break- 
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-^i^esting sugar beet. The British Sugar Corporation’s Wissington factory can 
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be seen in operation in the background. 
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Cereal yields are not heavy 
in dry* years but the return 
on many farms is increased 
by the fact that numbers of 
fields are grown on contract 
for seed. Where the soil 
merges into rather heavier 
loams the proportion of 
wheat increases and so does 
that of both potatoes and 
sugar beet. Peas come in 
here as an important crop, 
beins grown both for vining 
and harvesting dry. 

Field vegetable growing 
appears «a be on the increase 
where there is a marketing 
outlet. Ir is indeed a feature 
of the whole area that parti¬ 
cular crops tend to be found 
near a Specialist merchant 
or,. with the bigger men, 
round a cooperative pack- 
house. 

On the silts cereals are 
secondarv and there is more 
wheat than barley, which 
tends to be regarded as a 
crop of last resort. Potatoes 
and sugar beet are both of 
major importance, though 

nor quite as dominant as 
they are on the pears. On 
the smaller farms there is 
a wide variety of horticul¬ 
tural crops—vegetables, fruit 
and_ ornamentals. 

Not all these belong 
strictly to the farm where 
they are growing. Specinlist 
crops of high value often 
demand clean land and their 
p-iriucers are prepared to 
pay high rents for it over the 
year or two that they need 
st. Thus there are well over 
500 acres of the silt in bulbs 
for the Spalding multipliers 
in Lincolnshire. 

Fruit growing accounts for 


something like 7,000 acres 
over the whole area, of which 
5,000 are on the silts, half of 
that being devoted to straw¬ 
berries. Much of this crop is 
in the hands of the smaller 
farmers and increasingly the 
pirking is being done by 
cider schoolchildren in the 
evening and at weekends or 
by housewives from Lynn or 
lin v.-n ham Market. 

A new development here, 
again on relatively small 
acreages, is a growing trade 
in roses, for which clean 
land is essential, and con¬ 
tainer-grown ornamentals, 
not necessarily under glass. 
There is a fair amount of 
gluss, but some proportion of 
the 46 acres on the silts fs in 
fact used more for chitting 
potatoes than for cropping. 

Livestock is generally sub¬ 
sidiary to cropping all over 
West Norfolk, though there 
are same large pig-breeding 
enterprises on its eastern 
fringe and pigs have ahvavs 
t-een a feature of the 
smaller farms of the Marsh¬ 
land. Of late numbers have 
tended to fall but a few years 
ago the breeding faerd 
totalled something over 
12 000 

Though cow numbers 
went up during the war and 
immediately afterwards, this 
has never been real dairying 
country. Such dairy herds as 
have carried on are nearly 
aU a great deal bigger than 
the national average. Some 
of the largest farming 
organizations nave turned to 
single-suckling beef cows to 
use their grass break. 

intensive grazing manage¬ 
ment is not really possible 


where the rainfall is as low 
as it is here, and grass is 
liable to fail in a dry season 
quite early in the summer. 
If irrigation is available the 
water will go on potatoes 
rather than grass- 

King’s Lynn was and snU 
is a major market for beef, 
but the stores generally came 
in from outside, especially 
from Ireland, were run on 
coastal and river marshes for 
a time and then fattened 
during the winter in yards. 
There are still cattle to be 
found on the coast marshes 
from Holkham round to the 
south of the Wash, but 
increasingly these marshes 
too are coming under the 
plough. 

Reclamation is a continuous 
process here, as long 88 
money is available to finance 
it. Since 1858 the shore line 
north of Lynn has been 
pushed out as much as a 
mile and 20 enclosures north 
and east of the town have 
added 22,500 acres to the 
county of Norfolk. Between 
1,200 and 1300 have come 
in during the past 10 years, 
including some adjoining the 
royal estate at Sandringham. 

Choosing the right moment 
for reclamation calls for nice 
judgment and some compro¬ 
mise between the prefer¬ 
ences of the bank-builder 
and the farmer. The soil ,of 
the saltings grows heavier 
with time. For the bank- 
builder the heavier it is the 
beuer, for the farmer the 
reverse is the case. On some 
otherwise tempting areas 
round the Wash the process 
may already have gone rather 
too far.

Ten nature reserves have 1 
been established between 1 
Scottish am and Weybourne. 
The area is remote and I 
largely untainted by the i 
worst aspects of twentieth- i 
century development. The J 
coast between Hunstanton < 
arid Sheringham has been < 
given the added protection of 1 
being designated an area of 
outstanding natural beauty. ■ < 

Great strides have been 1 
made in recent years in pro-* 
tecting birds and conserving 
then* habitat in the area.. It 
is work which has been 
shared by a wide range of 
interests, from David,‘in the 
shape of the 900-strong Nor¬ 
folk Ornithologists Associ¬ 
ation, to Goliath, the Nature 
Conservancy Council. ■ 

' The conservancy council 
has established two national 
nature . reserves, one at 
Holkham, . tbe -other at §colt 
Head. Holkham, the largest 
on the English coast, con¬ 
sists of about 1,700 hectares 
of - marshes and dunes be¬ 
tween Burnham Overy and 
Stiffkey, belonging to the 
Earl of Leicester’s estate, 
together with 2JI00 hectares 
of inter-tidal sand and mud 
fiats between. Burnham 
Overy and Blakengy, leased 
from the Crown Estate Com¬ 
missioners. 

The reserve includes a 
one-time extensive -saltmarsh 
progressively drained and 
turned into marshland by 
tiie famous agricultural 
pioneers, the Coke family, 
between rite seventeenth 
and nineteenth centuries. It 
is how a refuge for large 
numbers of wildfowl, parti¬ 
cularly during the winter. 

Scoh Head Island, which 
is owned .by the National 
Trust and Norfolk Natura¬ 
lists Trust, has been . a 
nature reserve since 1923. 
Local boatmen ferry visitors 
to the island, notably to see 
tbe large colonies of sand¬ 
wich terms at the western 
end. 

BJakecey Point, with its 
seo lavenders and samphire, 
has attracted birdwatchers 
for even more vears. Most 
people travel to the point 
by boat from Mors ton and 
Blakeney, although it can be 
reached from Cley by walk¬ 
ing along a shingle bank. 

Common terns, little terns 
and sandwich terns all nest 
on the reserve. Among the 
other breeding birds are 
oyster catchers, . ringed 

plovers, she!duck, redshank 


and black-headed gulls. 

Cley marshes reserve, 160 
hectares of partially inun¬ 
dated coastal marshland, 
was given ro the Norfolk 
Naturalists Trust in 1926 to 
try to induce lost nesting 
species to return. Among 
the birds observed there arc 
avocec, bittern, garganey 
and blacktailed godwii. 

The trust also runs Holme 
dunes reserve, 160 hectares 
of foreshore, sand dunes, 
fresh marsh, salt marsh and 
pools. This picturesque, if 
windswept spot, attracts 
migrant birds, wildfowl and 
waders. 

Enterprise -Neptune 

helped the National Trust ro 
acquire Brancaster Manor 
id 1967. It was originally 
part of the Manor of Bran- 
caster and ranges from sand 
dunes to reclaimed marsh¬ 
land. 

The past two years have 
seen a flurry of activity. To 
that time the National Trust 


bought Morston marshes. 
220 hectares of saltmarshes. 
dissected by many mud 
creeks. The Royal Society 
for the Protection of Birds 
bought reserves at Sner- 
tisham and Tirchtveli. 

At Snettisham it owns 
shingle banks and flooded 
gravel workings and leases 
1 J 00 hectares of saltings 
and mud flats from the 
Crown Esrate Commis¬ 
sioners. Islands have been 
created on the gravel pits u> 
provide roosting areas lor 
waders and to attract back 
some of tbe nesting terns. 
The brackish lagoons also 
serve as sheltered roosts for 
wintering wildfowl. 

The Wash is tbe second 
most important estuary sys¬ 
tem in Britain for wading 
birds. ’ Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands use it as a staging 
post on annual flights from 
the Arctic breeding grounds 
to winter m Britain and 
south to Africa. 


TitchweH marsh, another 
of the society's recent pur¬ 
chases, includes a large 
reed bed. Among the wide 
species there are reed bunt¬ 
ing, brenr geese and shore 
larks. 

Holme Bird Observatory, 
wirh too and a half hec¬ 
tares of pine-covered sand 
dunes, is small, hot for 
sheer industry it- is un¬ 
equalled.

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The Conservative Party, not the policy, has 

failed to please the voters 


For most or the past 25 
years Tory policies have on 
the whole been more popular 
than the Tory party. It is a 
myth that so-calied “ deference ” 
has led voters to reject left- 
wing policies close to their 
hearts and to vote Conservative. 
The opposite has happened. 
Voters sympathetic to the Tory 
outlook and policies have voted 
Labour for reasons of class soli¬ 
darity. 

Tory policies are in themselves 
more in line with the ideas and 
wishes of the British people than 
are those of the Labour Party.- 
The evidence is, overwhelming 
that people dislike nationaliza¬ 
tion ana state control. The 
Labour leaders do not parade 
their socialist zeal during elec¬ 
tions. , They parade their 
patriotism then; only after the 
votes have been cast do they 
sink back gratefully into sec¬ 
tional socialism. While nobody 
would claim that the spirit of 
merchant adventuring or of 
industrial pioneering, is con¬ 
spicuously alive in this country 
(for which governments must 
accept their snare of the blame'), 
people like free enterprise. It 
seems to them natural and right 
in the way that nationalization 
and control from Whitehall do 
not. 

Again people want to own 
their own house. Of course an 
adequate supply of council 
houses is essential. But people 
do not want to be council 
tenants in perpetuity, and the 
Tory policy of allowing people 
to buy their council houses is 
popular. 

Of course, policies must 
always be refined and improved, 
and we must develop new poli¬ 
cies, which are consistent with 
the empiricism and the broadly 
based nature of our party, to 
meet new situations. Obviously 
the policies of the party do 
much to mould its image (and 
to some extent vice - versa.). 
Nevertheless it is not so much 
our policies that we should now 
he looking at, it is ourselves. It 
is the Tor y party not Tory 
policies which has failed to 
please the voters. 

A solely materialistic appeal 
is not compelling. There must 
be idealism and inspiration. 
Managers are useful but they 
are not enough. No doubt Enoch 
Powell is right to say politicians 
should not be preachers. Preach¬ 
ing, as Harold Macmillan might 
have said, is the job of arch¬ 
bishops. Equally, politicians 
should not be mere managers. 
Their place is midway between 
the counting house and the 
pulpit. 

Also local Conservative asso¬ 
ciations should be much more 
involved in the life as opposed 
to merely the politics of their 
local communities. Some of 
them already are, -and they, like 
those which are run by people 
who derive considerable local 
prestige from their non-political 
community activities, draw 
political dividends from their 


status in their area. Tories in 
the constituency associations 
must show themselves inti¬ 
mately concerned with the 
hopes and fears of their less 
political neighbours. 

More important, therefore, 
than the detailed working out 
of policies is the adoption of a 
new outlook, a new receptivity, 
■and a demonstration that we 
understand and sympathize 
with the wishes and needs of 
every strata of our population: 
We must not stifle the aspira¬ 
tions for liberty of those who 
are able to look after them¬ 
selves and who are anxious to 
increase the prosperity of the 
nation and themselves; and we 
must not spurn the yearning for 
security of those who are less 
fortunate. There is little excuse 
for a government which has a 
closed mind ; there is none for 
an opposition. 

Indeed a too great immersion 
in immediate policy-making may 
hinder the adoption of this new 
outlook. Of course policy¬ 
making cannot be carried out 
by Gallup poll- We should not 
merely try to discover what 
people want at any given 
moment. Their wants may 
change, and they inav be un¬ 
attainable or undesirable. But 
there is also the opposite dan¬ 
ger of throwing a pot of policy 
in the face of the public and 
expecting it to like it. _ _ 

Moreover with conditions 
changing so quickly even the 
best thought out policies may 
be inapplicable and an incubus 
by the time they are due to be 
implemented. There is a real 
sense in which policy can get 
in the way of, politics. Finally, 
too much policy leads a gov¬ 
ernment to try to do too much. 
The Labour Party has not be¬ 
come the virtually permanent 
governing party here like the 
social democrat parties in Scan¬ 
dinavia, because it can not stop 
itself messing everybody about. 
Unfortunately the last Conser¬ 
vative government also sacri¬ 
ficed the small “c” vote by 
attempting too much. We must 
not make the same mistake 
again. The Tory party is res¬ 
ponsible for the tranquillity as 
well as the continuity of the 
nation. 

Another way of discovering how 
the Tory party should conduct 
itself during the next few 
months or years is to look at 
the main issues which the coun¬ 
try will face. These are 
evidently Europe, inflation, 
trade union power, and the de¬ 
fence of the rule of law and of 
parliamentary democracy. 

The Tory commitment to 
Europe is stronger than ever. 
We have consistently opposed 
the referendum on constitu¬ 
tional grounds. But now the 
important thing is to win it, 
Fittingly enough, the referen¬ 
dum is likely to do much more 
damage to Mr Wilson’s Govern¬ 
ment than to anybody else. And 
the precedent that it creates will

haunt the Socialists far more 
than the Conservatives. 

On inflation the line the party 
took during the election seems 
the right one. Every known 
weapon must be used: the con¬ 
trol of centra] and local gov¬ 
ernment expenditure and of the 
money supply, and restraint in 
in prices and incomes. To 
squabble over which of these 
weapons should have primacy 
would be pointless. Anybody 
asked to adjudicate would 
surely be wise to emulate the 
tact of the medieval Pope who, 
when asked to judge between 
the claims of Canterbury and 
York, decided that while the 
Archbishop of York was Pri-. 
mate of England, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury was 
Primate of All England. 

To use any of the economic 
weapons in isolation would im¬ 
pose too severe a strain on cer¬ 
tain sections of the community, 
^deprive the government of the 
consent it needs and render the 
strategy ineffective. Part of the 
art of government is to recog¬ 
nize that the political and social 
consequence of any economic 
policy can determine its effec¬ 
tiveness. In any case, the next 
few months will provide a lot 
of evidence. “ Life will decide ”, 
as Lenin used to say. 

Much the same is true of the 
trade'union issue. Trade union 
behaviour is by any objective 
standard often intolerable. No 
baron in the fifteenth century 
acted with greater arrogance or 
with a more sublime indif¬ 
ference to the national interest 
than do, say, Mr Scargill or Mr 
Scanlon. Equally the great 
majority of people think the 
unions are too powerful as did 
the victims of the unruly mag¬ 
nates 500 years ago. People do 
not like being pushed around 


by trade unions any more than 
they like being pushed around 
by the government or by local 
authorities. But to give govern¬ 
ments of either party their due 
they would never dream of in¬ 
flicting on the British people 
the hardship and discomfort 
which some trade union leaders 
inflict without hesitation or 
scruple, in the same way that 
medieval magnates used to lay 
waste the countryside, destroy¬ 
ing the livelihood of the inno¬ 
cent and the guilty, when some¬ 
thing had displeased them. 

Certainly people do not relish 
seeing the government in pawn 
to tibe trade union bosses, and 
Mr Healey’s £10m bribe to 
Labour’s trade union paymasters 
is indecently servile. Surely this 
money sbouid at least be subject 
to the new gifts tax. 

Events during the next few 
months will determine whether 
the Tories need a new trade 
union policy, or whether the 
changed industrial climate will 
make dm unnecessary. When 
the leader of the National 
Union of Mineworkers com¬ 
plains of communist interfer¬ 
ence, and when Mr Hugh Scan¬ 
lon is seen bravely breaking 
through a picket line under 
police escort, things are palpably 
not wbat they used to be. 

Of course we must criticize 
the abuse of trade union power, 
just as we criticize the abuse of 
any other power. But we are 
not and can not be opposed to 
trade unions as such. 

What we have to do is so to 
arrange the affairs of oar party 
(and of the government when 
we are in power) that the 
average trade unionist sees that 
he has an obligation to his coun¬ 
try, to the community, to his 
family as well as to his union. 
The legitimacy -of parliament 


and ■ government must be re¬ 
asserted, , and the primacy of 
trade union power dethroned. 
Almost the only beneficial 
result of the harsh economic 
climate of the sexr few years is 
likely to be a. decline in the 
“legitimacy” of trade unions, 
as the average trade unionist 
conies to realize that the trade 

unions by their extravagant de¬ 
mands have, instead of protect¬ 
ing his interests, merely fuelled 
inflation and stoked unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The likely result of. Labour’s 
laissez-faire attitude to the 
unions and of the largely 
laissez-faire "“'rude of some of 
the union leaders to their mem¬ 
bers is that shop floor m U i r a m s 
will become increasingly inde¬ 
pendent of the official union 
leadership. We have already 
seen this happening in Scotland. 
Who knows ? Mr Scanlon and 
Mr Jones may yet regret their 
opposition to the Industrial 
Relations Act. 

In any event if there is to be 
a new trade union statute it 
will be determined not so much 
by the need to improve indus¬ 
trial relations as by the impera¬ 
tive need to safeguard the law 
and preserve parliamentary 
democracy. If Mr Foot, that sea 
green corruptible—corrupted of 
course not by money but by 
dogma and by power—legislates 
to increase the power of pickets 
so that the liberty of the sub¬ 
ject is increasingly infringed 
and public order further en¬ 
dangered, or if he brings in a 
closed shop provision which 
damages the freedom of the 
press and much else besides, 
dearly such legislation cannot 
be allowed to sully the statute 
book for long. 

Indeed the need to preserve 
these essential democratic and 
parliamentary freedoms, that 
are at present threatened as 
□ever before, is the conclusive 
reason why the Tory party 
must not allow itself to be dis¬ 
tracted by factional disputes. 
Times are fir too serious for 
us to become obsessed with doc¬ 
trinal controversies. 

We have to prepare ourselves 
for government. Bur meanwhile 
we have, if anything, an even 
more important task in oppos¬ 
ing and controlling the present 
government. We are often told 
that there is a moderate major¬ 
ity in the Cabinet. If so, it is 
a remarkably silent one. The 
left wing seem to have won on 
all issues, and the moderates 
meekly toe the line. The 
allegedly moderate Mr Croslsnd 
may soon regret that he has en¬ 
couraged the breaking of the 
law by left-wing councillors. The 
Labour moderates have evi¬ 
dently decided “not to fight, 
not to fight, and not to fight 
again” to save the party thev 
used to love. 

Therefore it is for the Tory 
party to impose moderation 
upon this Government, which 
was supported by only 39 per 
cent of the electorate. Despite 


the absence of a mandate, the 
government shows every sign of 
being extreme as well as incom¬ 
petent. Uide wem nghf fr ?m 
1964-1970, and the 
Labour Government of 19/4 was 
a prolonged Eatanswili. \et sur- 
nnsinglv the media have tended 
to take Mr Wilson’s claims 
about the strength of his team 
at his own valuation. One would 
have thought it better to judge 
a team (one of whom should 

unquestionably have been sent 

off during the last parliament) 
by its results rather than by the 
mouthings of its manager. 

Mr Wedgwood Been Is quite 
capable of milling British indus- 
trv single-handed, but he will of 

course have the capable assist¬ 
ance of Mr Peter Shore. Leaving 
aside Mr Healey’s first two 
Budgets, which surpassed Mr 
Callaghan's first two in inepti¬ 
tude, he began the election cam¬ 
paign by claiming that the infla¬ 
tion rate was 8.4 per cent and 
ended it by claiming that foreign 
observers admired the manner 
in which we are coping with 
our economic difficulties. Con¬ 
noisseurs of falsehood may legi¬ 
timately differ as to which state¬ 
ment more clearly demonstrated 
Mr Healey’s unfitness for his 
office. 

Mr Wilson is reported to gain 
pleasure and satisfaction from 
having won as many elections as 
Gladstone and haring been 
Prime Minister longer than 
Attlee. Whatever triviality of 
min d this may reveal, Mr Wilson 
is wise to gain whar comfort he 
can from the Guinness Book of 
Records, because history will 
give him none. 

The Wilson Government of 
1964-70 was barren of achieve¬ 
ment Mr Wilson was still worse 
in opposition. In our system 
the leader of the opposition has 
a governing function. Except 
over Ulster, Mr Wilson system¬ 
atically abused that function, 
and systematically betrayed 
virtually all that he had stood 
for when in office. Parliament¬ 
ary democracy is in danger in 
Britain today. And nobody has 
done more to undermine it than 
the present Prime Minister. As 
tixe late Herbert Morrison put 
it, the most realistic classifica¬ 
tion cf Mr Wilson is that he is 
a “Wilsonite”. 

With all this to oppose, the 
Conservative Party cannot 
afford to remain self-absorbed 
for long. It must compose its 
differences, not so that it can 
scramble back into- office 
through the failures of Labour 
bur so that it can better pro¬ 
tect our parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. its institutions and our 
freedom.

Lessons to guide Belgrade government along the road between the difficult and the delicate 

Yugoslavs can now change direction without braking 


President Tito of Yugoslavia, 
whose Foreign Minister, Mr 
Milos Minic, is in London this 
week, will be 83 on May 25 next 
year. As the most recent proof 
of Yugoslavia’s abiding deter¬ 
mination to remain non-aligned, 
the President has just completed 
visits to Denmark, a member of 
Nato, and to East Germany, a 
member of the Warsaw Pact 
It seems he will still guide 
Yugoslavia for some years yet, 
but naturally the President and 
the men around him have been 
considering how the transition 
can be made to a time when the 
President’s authority is no 
longer there to retrieve a crisis 
—In a country, moreover, whose 
situation has been, ever since 
the split with Stalin in 1948, 
difficult and delicate. At that 
time the Yugoslav leaders being 


subjected to the full weight of 
Stalinism were passionately 
determined to assert their in¬ 
dependence, but as Marxists 
they were also suspicious of the 
capitalist West. 

The basic problem in Yugo¬ 
slavia, was, therefore—and is 
—how to maintain adequate 
central control for efficient 
government while , avoiding 
Stalinist rigidity, against, more¬ 
over, the constitutional back¬ 
ground of a country which is 
a federation of six republics. 
Probably President Tito’s finest 
achievement has been to pre¬ 
vent the strong national feel¬ 
ings of the Serbs, Croats, 
Slovenes, Macedonians _ and 
Montenegrins from splitting 
his country apart 

It cannot be said, however, 
that Yugoslavia has always had 
a smooth ride. This is largely 
due to two Yugoslav character¬ 
istics—a readiness to change 


the organization of government 
and a tendency, once a policy 
is accepted, to carry It to ex¬ 
tremes. The split with Stalin 
was followed by a reconcilia¬ 
tion in which Khrushchev 
visited Belgrade in 1955 and 
accepted Yugoslavia’s right to 
make her own individual way 
to socialism. Then after a period 
of economic stagnation Yugo¬ 
slavia switched to decentraliz¬ 
ation and self-management in 
factories. Important economic 
decisions continued, however, 
to be taken in Belgrade. 

The republics then demanded 
more responsibility, and surpris¬ 
ingly got it, including even the 
abolition of state ownership of 
all forms of production and the 
reintroduction of a market 
economy. When the more hard 
line communists opposed this, 
Vice-President Rankovic, who 
commanded the political police, 
was dismissed, and the political 
police were largely abolished. 


In spite of warnings from 
President Tito against “libera¬ 
lism”, a market economy was 
then pursued with fewer con¬ 
trols than in any capitalist 
country, and the six republican 
governments looked like turning 
the one-party into a six-party 
state. The Nationalist Commu¬ 
nists in the Croat republican 
government tried to drive their 
relatively advanced industria¬ 
lized economy forward, heedless 
of the rest of the country, until 
President Tito in 1971 slammed 
on the brakes, threatening the 
use of the army against them if 
necessary. 

President Tito then argued 
that too much liberalism in 
Yugoslavia had led to national¬ 
ism and that the Communist 
Party must be made a more 
unifying force, after which he 
turned in 1972 upon the liberal¬ 
izing leaders in Serbia. 

There followed a period of 
discipline; some rehabilitation 


of-the political police ; and pres¬ 
sures upon the press, radio and 
judiciary, but at this point in 
both Serbia and Croatia there 
appeared, strong opposition to 
a_ new slide towards centraliza¬ 
tion. Mr Stane Do lane, the Sec¬ 
retary of the Executive Bureau 
of the Praesidium of the League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia, 
who had been reimposing dis¬ 
cipline, summed up the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy in moderate terms, 
emphasizing the dangers of 
liberalism and dogmatism 
equally, and Mr Edvard Kardelj, 
who as deputy Chairman of the 
Party, is widely regarded as 
most probably the immediate 
successor to the chairmanship 
once President Tito vacates it, 
spoke out against the dangers 
of authoritarianism. By the 
spring of this year, therefore, 
it appeared that Yugoslavia was 
now learning to change course' 
without any sudden, dramatic 
braking of the system. 


The leaders who will take 
over when Tito departs, are, 
moreover, tried and trusted 
men, determined to keep Yugo¬ 
slavia on a middle socialist road 
avoiding extremes. Seme may 
suspect the West—they resent, 
for instance, C.LA. involvement 
in Chile much more openly and 
apparently strongly than Soviet 
attempts to suborn Croat 
emigres against themselves— 
but Yugoslav communists are, 
behind all that,'almost all united 
in fearing Russia and will, there¬ 
fore, fear a split among them¬ 
selves aj] the more strongly, 
once the President’s controlling 
authority is removed. AH in all, 
therefore, Yugoslavia looks to¬ 
day in far better shape than at 
the start of the decade to resist 
the pressures upon her and go 
forward with her own brand of 
non-aligned socialism.

It is high time that the dviliz- 
ed world declared open war on 
political terrorism. Scarcely a 
week now passes without some 
new act of violence, and it is 
becoming clear that me 
resources oF national security 
and the existing sanctions of 
international law are powerless 
to deal with the threat. 

It is no longer possible for a 
citizen of any country—espe¬ 
cially of any western country 
to regard himself as _ unin¬ 
volved in the political aims oE 
international terrorist organiz¬ 
ations. Arab terrorists regard 
many western countries as 
allies of Israel, and their citi¬ 
zens either as legitimate tar¬ 
gets for murder or as valuable 
hostages in the new techniques 
of political blackmail Some 
terrorist organizations regard 
any human life as expendable 
in the pursuit of their aims, 
irrespective of nationality or 
political affiliation; others are 
dedicated whatever may be 
their narrower political aims, 
to the ultimate destruction o£ 
liberal democratic political sys¬ 
tems. The governments of the 
world will have to realize very 
soon that this is the new war¬ 
fare. It has no rules, no 
Geneva convention,, no fron¬ 
tiers. It must be dealt with as 
it is - fought by its 
practioners — internationally 
and with pitiless efficiency. 

One of the weaknesses in the 
actinide of successive British 
Governments in dealing with 
its own home-grown terrorists 
has been an understandable 
reluctance to accept die fact 
that we are, in a very real 
sense, at war with the IRA. it 
has been argued that restric¬ 
tions on freedom of movement, 
temporary suspension of cer¬ 
tain civil rights, and all the 
inconveniences of draconian 
security operations, are unac¬ 
ceptable in “ peacetime Had 
this not been so, irt is possible 
that the most serious manifes¬ 
tation of the TRA would have 
been defeated by now. Ter¬ 
rorism can never be totally 
eradicated excepr by the unac¬ 
ceptable instruments of a 
police state; in a free society 
the dedicated, suicidal killer or 
the psychopathic bomber will 
always get through; but revolu¬ 
tionary organizations can be 
smashed, provided that those 
whom they attack are prepared 
to fight back. 

Just as the IRA is at war 
with the British people, so the 
international terrorist organi¬ 
zations are at war with free¬ 
dom, order and the values of 
civilized .fife. What is noiv 
urgently needed is an inter¬ 
national organization designed 
to demonstrate that those who 
subscribe to these values are 
not content indefinitely to sit 
around wringing their hands 
while they are- being attacked. 
The terrorist organization 
should be told that this animal 
is dangerous; when it is 
attacked, it defends itself. 

The ideal framework for an 
international anti-terrorist 
organization would, -of course, 
be the United Nations; but 
there must now be grave 
doubts about its credibility in 
this respect as, unhappily, in 
many others concerned with 
international security. It would 
seem more appropriate that an 
anti-terrorist organization 
should be established, in the 
first instance at least, by those 
countries which are the most 
obvious targets of attack and 
which are, in many wavs, best 
equipped to deal with it, such 
as the United States, Japan, 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Israel. It should however, be 
open to any country prepared 
to subscribe to its aims, 
observe its rules, and contrib¬ 
ute to its resources. These 
resources need not be elab¬ 
orate or expensive—the main 
instruments of counter-ter¬ 
rorism would continue to be 
the security forces and diplo¬ 
matic machinery of the 
member states. The principal 
functions of an international 
organization would be intellig¬ 
ence and coordination. 

As in any other successful 
military operation—especially 
in the field of unconventional

Therefore I suspended my 
research into Thai girlie maga¬ 
zines and followed her into the 
road.

I was not to tell the other 
two Australian reporters in the 
group, but wouldn’t it be great 
if we could go to the ball?

What she really meant was 
that it would be a much better 
story for her to take the man 
from The Times along and re¬ 
port his reaction to Australian 
excesses.

Odd couple 

When we returned to Bang¬ 
kok we firmed the arrange¬ 
ment. Both busy people, we 
did this mainly by means of 
lirtle notes pushed into our 
hotel pigeon-holes. Z have one 
before me. It begins: “Cheers 
mate, I gave you a bell this am. 
But yoos had gone already.. . 
You get the drift. 

As the evening approached, 
excitement mounted. That day 
I had lunch with an Australian 
diplomat and told him I was 
going to the ball. “ Oh yes,” he 
exclaimed, “they phoned me 
the ocher day and 4 asked 
whether I would officiate at 
that I‘said: ‘Officiate, what 
do you mean by officiate?’

Australians were in a mino¬ 
rity among the guests, bur we 
met a few. If I wanted to go 
to a real Australian function in 
Bangkok, they said, I should go 
to their annual Boomerang 
Ball, where one of the chief 
activities, to judge from their 
account, is the telling of un¬ 
printable anti-English jokes. 

One jovial Ausmalian was 
showing off the picture of a 
naked woman firsed to the lining 
of his tie. When I was intro¬ 
duced to him- as a British re¬ 
porter he said: “Oh, well nice 
to meet you anyhow." 

The entrance to the ballroom, 
where the dinner proper was 
held, was dominated by a life- 
sized pink papier-m&ch6 model 
of a kangaroo, slightly damaged- 
There was a gaping hole where 
its pouch sbouid bave been. 
Toni found this oddly moving. 
"Excuse me”, she said, as we 
neared our table, “do you mind 
if I go -back and have another 
look at that kangaroo?” 

The kangaroo motif was con¬ 
tinued in the ballroom.. There 
were more of them stuck to the 
walls and a set of mobile kan¬ 
garoos were suspended from the 
ceiling above the stage. 

It was a buffet dinner and on 
invitation we streamed out to 
join the scrum for food. Toni 
said that this part of it was 
authentic enough, but not the 
food.

The possibility that this doc¬ 
trine is not after all fully 
accepted in Moscow has led the 
Americans to convey a number of 
urgent warning signals to the 
Soviet Union. One of these was 
the new targeting doctrine an¬ 
nounced by Mr Schlcsinger, the 
Defence Secretary, in January, 
which Indicated that the United 
States had the option of selec¬ 
tively destroying Russian missile 
sites rather than suicidally 
obliterating cities. The United 
States has also continued work on 
the advanced Trident submarine- 
launched missile, has displayed 
the new B-l bomber, and has 
tested a missile launched from an 
aircraft. In advanced technology 
it is still probably better pre¬ 
pared than the Soviet Union for 
an all-out arms race. 

But It does not want one. The 
question is whether the Russians 
want one. There are two broad 
interpretations of Russian 
actions. One is that they are 
determined to achieve total 
superiority and will use arms 
agreements only as a way of gain¬ 
ing time or advantage. The other 
is more complex and probably 
more likely. It is -that Russian 


relatively isolated from civilian 
planners. Even at the negotiating 
table Soviet delegations reveal a 
surprising gulf between the 
civilians and the military. Top 
leaders may therefore be suscep¬ 
tible to military arguments that 
the Soviet Union still lags behind 
the Americans, that it must catch 
up before reaching agreements, 
and that in any case political 
bargaining power is ‘ always im¬ 
proved if backed by military 
strength. The same arguments 
are, after all, not unfamiliar in 
the west. 

It is still a problem in ao area 
of such intense mutual suspicion 
to know who is acting and who 
Is reacting—or who is just trying 
something on. But one thing 
must be made very clear. 
Detente is indivisible. Russian 
intentions must be tested not 
only in Salt but in the Middle 
East, in central Europe, and in 
the food and energy crises. There 
is an obvious interaction in all 
these areas, and scepticism is 
growing in the United States and 
elsewhere about whether the 
Soviet Union is really interested 
in the mutual restraints and 
areas of cooperation that were 
being mapped out a couple of 
years ago. The Vladivostok 
agreement is an encouraging sign' 
that progress is still possible and 
that some of the hesitations may 
have been caused by turmoil in 
Washington. But the negotiations 
which now follow from the agree¬ 
ment will be watched closely for 
much more than what they 
achieve in terms of nuclear 
hardware.

Sentenced for life 

From Mr R. Edey 

Sir, You report that the girl found 
guilty of the M62 coach explosion 
was sentenced to 30 years’ imprison¬ 
ment; and received concurrent life 
sentences on each of the 12 murder 
charges. This is quite incorrect as 
the position of sentencing was the 
other way round, and Judith 
Theresa Ward was sentenced to life 
sentences on each of the 12 murder 
charges and 30 years’ imprisonmenn 
to run concurrently on other 
offences. 

The sentence for murder is a 
mandatory life sentence. The judge 
has-the right to recommend a mini¬ 
mum term which he thinks the con¬ 
victed murderer should serve. In 
the Ward case the trial judge 
thought the offences were so hein¬ 
ous ^thar no figure in terms of years 
of imprisonment could be put on 
that would be appropriate to their 
gravity. 

It is a common fallacy on the 
part of the media to suggest that 
the sentence for murder is a few 
.years imprisonment. It is nothing 
of the kind. It means imprisonment 
for life unless the Home Secretary 
of the day decides to release the 
convicted murderer, and thereafter 
he or she is out on licence and 
liable to recall to prison-at any time. 
Never again is the convicted mur¬ 
derer a free person. 

It is a great pity that the press 
does not make this dear because if 
the debate over capital punishment 
was to start all over again, it should 
not do so on rhe basis of a false 
premise fostered by the media. 
Capital punishment was in effect 
abolished some 17 years ago, and 
as less than a handful of murderers 
were executed each year, a very 
small number of those convicted of 
murder since 1957 would have been 
executed. 1 have no doubt in my 
mind that some of those convicted 
no Home Secretary will ever con¬ 
sider it consistent with his duty 
to release during their natural lives 
or at least until they are very old 
indeed. 

The average length of time served 
by a murderer in prison does not 
take account of these cases and it 
should be made clear that some 
murderers will serve the rest of 
their lives incarcerated in prison as 
a result of the mandatory life sen- 
fence which is the only sentence for 
murder.

Kurds in Iraq 

From Mr Russell Johnston, Liberal 
MP for Inverness 

Sir, May I, as Liberal Spokesman on 
Foreign Affairs, be permitted to 
comment on two articles in The 
Times of October 16 and November 
13, describing the increasing]}' 
desperate situation of the Kurds in 
Iraq. 

The Iraqi Government dearly 
regard the present war as the deci¬ 
sive encounter and are using every 
available means to crush the Kurds’ 
resistance and force them to 
abandon .their goal of an autono¬ 
mous and democratic Kurdistan. So 
far even the repeated bombing of 
civilian targets and the use of a 
whole range of highly sophisticated 
Soviet military hardware. Induding 
Tupolev .22 bombers, have failed to 
achieve this end, but if the war is 
allowed to continue in its present, 
intensity, many Kurds face a very 
grim winter indeed and possible 
starvation in tjie- more remote 
regions of Kurdistan. There is a 
pitiful shortage of trained doctors 
and medical supplies to deal with 
the many casualties of the war, yet 
to date almost no aid has been 
forthcoming from international 
organizations, nor' are the usual 
relief agencies operating in 
Kurdistan. 

In the absence of an international 
response to the Kurds’ situation it 
is, ro sav cbe least, surprising thar 
the British Government do not feel 
obliged to intercede on the Kurds’ 
behalf, particularly given Britain’s 
historical responsibility under the 
League of Nations Mandate of 1925. 

The Foreign Secretary himself 
said in the debate on the Queen’s 


Speech that we should not remain 
silent on issues of human rights and 
political freedoms and that the 
Government would speak and act 
whenever and wherever they felt it 
to be right. 

I appreciate that it is ultimately 
for the Government to decide when 
and where such action will be 
taken. However, I would simply 
point out that the Kurds’ case 
indubitably involves both human 
rights and political freedoms and 
that the Foreign Secretary should 
therefore act in accordance with the 
admirable principles he outlined to 
the House. 

May I say-that the question of a 
joint condemnation of the Iraqi 
Government by the Council of 
Ministers was raised at the last 
session of the Eiu-opean Parliament, 
a proposal to which I naturally gave 
my support. It is none the less sad 
to reflect that the British Parlia¬ 
ment has failed to live up to its 
past record of speaking out against 
injustice and that while such 
initiatives are being mooted in 
Strasbourg, at Westminster the 
Kurdish question is passed over in 
silence. 

Surely it is contradictory to pro¬ 
tect against injustice in some parts 
of the world—in Southern Africa, 
in the Soviet Union, in Uganda, in 
Vietnam—and yet to remain silent 
in the face of the brutal war which 
is being waged against the Kurds in 
Iraq ? 

Genocide is a dramatic and often 
misused word, but this time I fear 
it may apply.

Farm incomes 

From Mr Robin Beddoe and

Sir, Lord Rothschild takes exception 
(article, November 15) to a paper on 
farm incomes produced by this 
unit. 

May we dismiss first the unsub¬ 
stantiated assertion of I.ord Roth¬ 
schild rhat one reason fnr our paper 
was “ dislike of the farmina com¬ 
munity ” rharacteristic of “ urban 
dwellers ". The writer of rh* paper 
in question spent 10 rears a* a 
worker in agriculture and forestry. 
The unit is proud of its close asso¬ 
ciation wirh the National Utvon of 
Agricultural and Allied Workers, 
and identifies itself with rhat union s 
view that the urgentlv needed plan¬ 
ned development nf Prirish agricul¬ 
ture could be jeopardized inade¬ 
quate recognition of rhe contribu¬ 
tion of farm workers. , 

In this context we a— d«snipped 
that this month’s imposed “ nrono- 
sal ’’ by the Agricultural ages 
Board represents no more th-wi a 
6 per cent increase (over and above 
.existing threshold pavmertsV—a 
formula for declining real pay stan¬ 
dards through 1975. 

Lord Rothschild suggests our 
paper “distorts” the facts. How¬ 
ever rhe reader oF h ! ? article is 
placed in some difficult}' since Lord 
Rothschild could not bear to present 
him with our main conclusions. 
Using official data we showed fa) a 
steep acceleration in aggregate farm 
income, (b) an even steeper increase 
in the average income of the larger 
farms since die late 1960s fic, essen¬ 
tially the ones employing hired 
labour). Neither revision of the base 
date nor adjustment for “ normal 
weather” can remove the evidence 
of the leap in net incomes, eg. in 
the four years from 1969-70 to 1973- 
74 on a “normal weather” basis, 
aggregate farm income rose 1-0 par 
cent. In the three years from 1969-70 
to 1972-73 average farm incomes of 
the larger farms (275 to 4,199 stan¬ 
dard man days) rose over 150 per 
cent. 

Lord Rothschild suggests we 
should have drawn attention to dis¬ 
proportionate increases in other 
sectors. The only equivalent income 
rise in the same period is that for 
profits and self emploved income in 
construction. He is welcome ro the 
comparison.

No substantial economic group— 
be they workers or emplovers—can 
in. our type of social democracy 
avoid for should seek to avoid) the 
searchlight of public scrutiny, 
farmers least of all. since fnnd 
prices so profoundly affect the dis¬ 
tribution of real incomes. Indeed 
the recent increase in farm incomes 
was largely financed by the poor, 
the old, and the sick.

For the benefit of your readers, 
may I draw a parallel and a dis¬ 
tinction ? The principle is common 
to both sectors that the benefits 
which the members of a cooperative 
obtain will in the main stem from 
their participation in its business. 
The belief that larger benefits are to 
be obtained in this way has been the 
Justification for setting up coopera¬ 
tives and for continuing to support 
them once they are established. But 
whereas the members of consumer 
cooperatives use these organizations 
for spending income that they have 
earned elsewhere, the members of 
producer cooperatives use their 
cooperative organizations to help 
them obtain a better income. The 
second of these objectives is clearly 
no less important than the first. A

Church right-wingers make common cause

The inaugural meeting of the 
Christian Affirmation Campaign, 
held in London on Saturday, was 
a landmark in the progress of the 
so-called “ right-wing backlash ” 
In the English churches, a grow¬ 
ing protest movement against 
change, against new theological 
ideas, and against the current left¬ 
ist slant of church involvement in 
social and political questions. 

The catalyst behind this new 
organization is the widespread 
suspicion in Britain of the activi¬ 
ties of the World Council of 
Churches, it is believed to be em¬ 
barked on a watering down of the 
Christian gospel, a search for a 
lowest-common-denomiaator reli¬ 
gion with non-Christian faiths, 
and a dangerous enthusiasm for 
Marxist ideas on political ethics. 
With the exception of tbe Roman 
Catholic Church, all the major de¬ 
nominations in Britain are mem¬ 
bers of the council, but this rein¬ 
forces rather than dampens the dis¬ 
quiet of such bodies as the Chris¬ 
tian Affirmation Campaign. 

Saturday's meeting bas another 
significance, for it marked the be¬ 
ginning of the full participation of 
the organized Roman Catholic 
conservative lobby in a tram- 
denominational movement.

Poultry industry resentful 
of publicity on beef 


Parliamentary diary 


Beef producers last week won 
a clear statement of principle in 
Brussels, sugar refiners an obscure 
one and poultry men gained noth¬ 
ing at all. The growing resentment 
of the poully industry against the 
money and publicity that are 
lavished by the Government on 
beef is sore to be channelled soon 
into a concerted appeal from the 
British Poultry Federation. 

Mr Nevfle Wallace, director- 
general of the federation, which 
claims tii represent indirectly 
almost all broiler chicken pro¬ 
ducers, would disclose nothing 
late last week about the organiza¬ 
tion's immediate plan of campaign. 
He would say onlv : “We have 
got to face tbe fact that there is 
this colossal emotional thing about 
beef and that it will be very hard 
fur us to get a look in." 

The depressed state of the in- 
dustry was underlined In the latest 
figures from the Ministry of 
Agriculture for output of com¬ 
pounds and other feedingstuffs. 
They showed a decline of 6* per 
cent for all livestock sectors in 
the thin! quarter of this year com¬ 
pared with the corresponding 
months of 1973. 

But the figure for each sector 
showed a sharper decline for 
poultry than anything else. Reduc¬ 
tions were 4 per cent on cattle and 
calf food, 3 per cent on pigs, 11 
per cent on all poultry, 13 per cent 
on broiler chickens and 14 per 
cent on turkeys. 

The main plank of the federa¬ 
tion’s imminent campaign will 
undoubtedly be parity with other 
meat producers. They are certain 
to call for the ending of all finan¬ 
cial encouragement to further beef 
output and for intensified aid for 
slaughtering. Some members are 
likely to press for protection 
against cheap imports, especially 
in view of supposed public sym¬ 
pathy for demonstrations in Wales 
against imports of cattle. 

Poultry producers believe that 
the Government’s failure to com¬ 
pensate them For rising cereal 
casts has put them in danger of 
losing their main marketing ad¬ 
vantage of recent years, the 
cheapness of their product. Feed 
Is said to account for three- 
quarters of the cost of rearing a 
broiler chicken suitable for sale. 
The present estimated cost of pro¬ 
duction, 23p a pound, is the same 
as the lowest price that will be 
charged in supermarkets this 
week. The industry is afraid it 
may see its place in the protein 
market being washed away bv a 
tidal wave of beef. 

Beef faces pressure from many 
directions, not only from those.

Art and antique sales in Paris continue 
to bring in good prices

For some reason November ts 
looked on as a particularly good 
month for selling fine art and 
antiques ; the last week or so has 
seen important sales in many parts 
of Europe. Paris, where minor 
sales have been looking much more 
cheerful than in London this 
autumn, had its first big sale at 
the Palais Galiiera on Thursday 
—and prices continued to look 
much more cheerful than In 
London. 

The top price of 420.000 francs 
(about £40,000 with tax) was paid 
for a marine view by the Dutch 
seventeenth century artist Jan 
van Goyen entitled “ La Meuse a 
Dordrecht ”. The pre-sale estimate 
was 400,000 francs and the price 
does not fall far short of the 
auction record for the. artist's 
work. 

Tben there was a handsome 
Louis XV black, red and gold 
lacquer commode by the French 
dbdrdste Jean Desforges which 
reached 200,000 francs, exactly in 
line with expectations. 

A set of four carved Louis XV 


armchairs brought 110,000 francs 
or slightly more chan estimated, 
while a ferocions Meissen porce¬ 
lain tiog modelled by Kaendler 
sold marginally below expectations 
at 40,000 francs. 

The auctioneers were M Domin¬ 
ique Vincent in collaboration with 
Audap, Godeau, Solanet. 

On Tuesday, the day of the 
general strike, Ader et Picard bad 
offered for sale an exceptionally 
rare Chinese bronze of the Sbang 
dvnasty. Its twin is in the British 
Museum. Tt realized 170.000 
francs compared to an estimate of 
180.000-200,000 francs. But the 
price, (n fact, was a healthy one. 
The fact that the bronze had been 
extensively damaged and restored 
was virtually invisible to the 
naked eye and had not been taken 
Into account. 

Mr Giuseppe Eskenazi, the Lon¬ 
don dealer, had arranged to have 
the piece X-rayed and discovered 
that It had nnce been broken into 
50 pieces. He describes it as the 
finest piece of restoration he bas 
ever seen—probably executed in 
China about the turn of .the cen¬ 
tury. He was the underbidder 
on the bronze.. 


Other highlights of recent 
Paris sales have included an 
Emile Galle glass vase in the form 
of two birds on a rock at 70.000 
francs and a fragment of a four¬ 
teenth century illuminated 
breviary from the Abbey of St 
Andrew in Cologne at 100,000 
francs. The rest of the breviary 
is in the FitzwilUam Museum In 
Cambridge. 

In 'Germany the Cologne auc¬ 
tioneers, Kunsthaus Lempertz. has 
held its big autumn sale of alie 
Kunst. The highest price was 
DM120,000 (about £20,0001 for the 
panel by Hieronymus Bosch. ** The 
Temptation of St Anthony ”. It 
is thought to be a version of a 
painting in the Lisbon Museum. 

They . also bad a van Goyen 
painting of two men out shoot¬ 
ing in a landscape. It made 
DM80,000. A Flemish landscape 
by Corneiis Massys went a little 
below estimate at DM80,000.

Mr Akilou Babte-Wold, who 
was executed yesterday, was for 
many years head of the 
Ethiopian Government and the 
closest adherent of tbe former 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Born in 1908 in Addis Ababa 
of a family renowned for its 
ioyalty to the Emperor, he was 
educated at the Menelik School 
in Addis Ababa and then read 
law in Paris before entering the 
Ethiopian Foreign Service. After 
the Italian occupation of 
Ethiopia in 1936 he remained'in 
charge of the Ethiopian Lega¬ 
tion in Paris, but in 1940, when 
the Germans occupied the city, 
he escaped and joined the 
Emperor in exile. 

He returned to his own coun¬ 
try after its liberation and in 
1943 was appointed Vice-Mini¬ 
ster for Foreign Affairs. For the 
next 30 years he was the 
Emperor’s principal adviser in 
that field. His ability and grow¬ 
ing powers of advocacy were of 
particular service in 1950, when 
he was largely responsible for 
securing the adoption in the 
United Nations Assembly, 
against strong opposition, of a 
proposal that the former Italian 
colony of Eritrea should be 
federated into Ethiopia. 

In 1954 he was' awarded an 
honorary GCVO when he accom¬ 
panied the Emperor on a state 
visit to Britain. In 1956 he took 
a prominent part the discus¬ 
sions which followed Nasser’s 
nationalization of the Suez 
Canal and was a member of the 
abortive Menzies Mission to 
Cairo. 

In 1957, on the retirement of 
the Ethiopian Prime 'Minister, 
the Emperor left his post vacant 
but appointed Habte-Wold 
Deputy Prime Minister and 
retained him at the head of the 


Ministry of Foreign Affairs, i 
1958 he asked to be relieved i 
rhis latter burden and was pt 
in charge of the Royal Seer 
tariat. Bar in 1960 he reverft 
to the Ministry of Foreif 
.Affairs while remaining Deptr 
Prime Minister. 

Later in 1960 he was fn 
ninate to be touring Som 
America in the suite of ti 
Emperor when a revolt of d 
Imperial Guard broke out 
Addis Ababa. Although ir tn 
speedily crushed, his eld> 
brother and several ministeri 
colleagues were pat to deal 
by the insurgents.

Medicine: Vaccination against malaria 


The fight against malaria bas 
hitherto concentrated on the eradi¬ 
cation of malaria-carrying mosqui¬ 
toes. drug treatment and prophy¬ 
laxis against the malaria parasite. 
Initially great advances were made 
but that type of programme ran 
into difficulties caused by resist¬ 
ant strains of mosquito and para¬ 
site. and the increasing cost of 
environmental measures, such _ as 
draining the marshv breeding 
grounds of the mosquito. 

The possibility of effective im¬ 
munization against malaria is now 
hring considered in a more favour¬ 
able light, 'esoea'anv in view of

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Computer 
bureaux 
worth £56m 
for BSC

British Steel Corporation 
expects to spend about £56m 
on computers over the next 
seven years, in a large scale 
programme designed to stan¬ 
dardize administrative and 
accounting systems and extend 
the use of computers for 
production planning and con¬ 
trol 

Data processing concerned 
with administrative, accounting 
and commercial order handbag 
systems will be concentrated on 
four computer bureaux. These 
will be located at Teesside, 
Sh 2 ffield, Corby and Port Tal¬ 
bot 

The computer centres for 
production planning and con¬ 
trol will be based at 10 major 
steel plants. These will assist 
with tne provision of materials 
and the scheduling of the 
plant, as well as the tracking 
and progress of orders.

200,000 U S car workers will 
tighten belts as sales slump bites

A grim Christmas is ahead for 
almost 200,000 North American 
motor industry workers whose 
jobs have been affected by the 
dramatic decline in car sales. In 
the first 10 days of this month, 
sales fell 38 per cent from a year 
earlier. 

General Motors,- Ford, 
Chrysler and American Motors 
have all put into operation mass 
lay-off programmes while re¬ 
ports from Detroit suggest that 
the industry is heading for its 
worst year since the recession of 
1958. 

The state of the world car 
market is also reflected in 
Europe and thousands of 
workers in Germany and Italy 
have been laid off or restricted 
to short-time working. 

Only the British car industry 
has managed to avoid lay-offs in 
the face of the 25 per cent dip in 
new car registrations, partly due 
to the industry’s own stoppages 


and the general disruption 
earlier in the year. Even so, car 
making in Britain has hardly 
been a profitable business this 
year. 

The American scene remains 
the gloomiest. For the first time 
in the current downturn, GM is 
planning to temporarily close 
some of * its big-car assembly 
plants. Those producing small 
cars were the first to be 
affected. 

With GM sales depressed by 
43 per cent over last November, 
the company has now decided to 
shut nine of its 22 United States 
plants for up to two weeks next 
month and lay off 30,000 
workers. The move will cut 
badly into GM^s already much 
smaller four quarter produc¬ 
tion. 

Ford is to lay off 32,475 
workers for varying periods at 
11 of its 22 plants over the next 
four montbs. About 3,000 white 
collar workers will be without 


jobs indefinitely at the end of 
the month, said the company, 
and car and truck production 
• cut by 127,000 units. 

Chrysler has instituted^ » 
per cent temporary cut in its 
white collar work force, About 
21,000 workers and managers 
will be affected from next month 
while the company is demand¬ 
ing that some middle manage¬ 
ment employees take the re¬ 
mainder of their 1974 holiday 
and part of next year’s entitle-'

The United States car com¬ 
panies, now faced with vast 
quantities of unsold vehicles 
amounting to well over three 
months’ supply, have begun to 
pare back their production fore¬ 
casts for the 1975 model year 
and Detroit sources say that the 
latest labour cutbacks certainly 
will not be the last. 


Spanish company strikes new crude oil 
deposits on assigned site in Algeria

Madrid, November 24 

A Spanish company has 
struck oil in Algeria, according 
to weekend reports published 
in Madrid. 

The Madrid evening news¬ 
paper Informaciones has said 
that Hispanoii, in partnership 
with the state-owned Algerian 
company. Sonatrach, has found 
oil at one of the sites assigned 
to Hispanoii by the Algerian 
government about a year ago. 
“The find is apparently quite 
important ”. the newspaper 
hinted. 

There wa$ no immediate con¬ 
firmation from official sources. 
Hispanoii is a subsidiary of the 
big state-run Spanish industrial 
cartel known as INI (National 


Institute for Industry). His¬ 
panoii owns 49 per cent of the 
venture in Algeria. The disco¬ 
very, .if confirmed, represents 
the first Spanish strike of oil 
in Algeria. 

The same newspaper has 
also reported that Hispanoii 
had signed an agreement with 
the government of Malta to 
search for petroleum off the 
island’s southern coast. His- 
pa noil’s prospecting conces¬ 
sions reportedly cover 1,042 
square kilometres. 

Hispanoii is also reportedly 
studying the possibility of 
searching for oil in the Philip¬ 
pines after receiving 
assurances from the Philip¬ 
pine government that “ max¬ 
imum facilities ” would be 


granted to the Spanish firm. 

In other news about Guinea 
operations, sources close to the 
Spanish foreign ministry 
denied in Madrid today that 
there was any deal under con¬ 
sideration to sell Fosfatas Bu- 
Craa, INI’s wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary which exploits the 
world’s richest phosphate depo¬ 
sits, in the disputed Spanish 
colonial territory of the 
Sahara. 

New British oil hope: The Gov¬ 
ernment is awaiting a report 
on the prospect of huge new 
oil deposits in the south Atlan¬ 
tic around Britain’s Falklands 
islands colony. Oil firms have 
shown an interest in the possi¬ 
bilities, which could boost Bri¬ 
tain’s North Sea oil reserves. 


Rekindling nuclear power hopes in Midlands 


Despite one very stormy and 
unsuccessful attempt to site a 
nuclear power station at Stour- 
port-on-Severn near the in¬ 
dustrial West Midlands, the 
Electricity Generating Board 
has not given up hope of a 
nuclear station being built in 
the region. 

Mr Gill Blackman, Midland 
regional director of generation, 
recently told a large gathering 
of power station staff: “ The 
generating boar d wil l be putting 
m a number of SGHWRs (Steam 
Generating Heavy Water Reac¬ 
tors) and I very much hope that 
one can be built in the Mid¬ 
lands. I think it is a pity we do 
not already have a nuclear site." 

He added that one day public 
opinion would be more amen¬ 
able to the idea of a nuclear 
power station that did not have 
to be banished to the remote 
parts of the coastline. However, 
m view of the widespread oppo¬ 
sition to the Stourport proposal 
four years ago and the eventual 
refusal of the Nuclear Inspec¬ 
torate to license the site, there 
are grounds for believing that 
Mr Blackman’s recent statement 
was intended more as a morale

booster for the board’s em¬ 
ployees than as a hint of things 
to come. 

It is not difficult to under¬ 
stand why this should be neces¬ 
sary’. In the massive reequip¬ 
ment programme of the 1960s 
the Midlands received the lion’s 
share of new power stations. 
Today it provides one third of 
the country’s total generating 
capacity. That is sufficient to 
meet the electricity needs of 
this heavily industrialized 
region and still- have enough 
left over to export power to 
the south-east. _ 

But 96 per cent of Midland 
power stations are coal-fired. 
They were built along the 
banks of the Trent especially 
to be near the huge coalfields 
of the east and west Midlands. 
Now with the next phase of 
the board’s expansion based on 
oil-fired and nuclear power 
stations the Midlands looks like 
being left out. Simple economics 


dictate that oil-fired stations 
should be near the coast to take 
advantage of oil refineries and 
North Sea or Celtic oil. And 
with the Nuclear Inspectorate 
still playing safe by insisting on 
remote sitings for nuclear sta¬ 
tions the Midlands is a poor 
gamble. 

And that is an unacceptable 
situation to Midland generating 
men. They have become too 
accustomed to being the pace¬ 
setter of the board’s five regions 
to be passed over without a 
fight. 

The present nuclear pro¬ 
gramme calls for 4,000 mega¬ 
watts over four years. More 
than half of that is destined for 
Sizewell in Suffolk, leaving one 
nuclear site still to be chosen. 
Not even the most ardent advo¬ 
cate of a Midland site expects it 
to come into the region. 

But the abortive Stourport 
project for a 1300 MW Ad¬ 
vanced Gas Cooled Reactor 


taught local generating men that 
you need years rather than 
months to till the ground before 
there is even the vaguest possi¬ 
bility of Midlanders accepting a 
nuclear power station on their 
doorstep. But they could be 
readv for second phase 
SGHWRs. 

Sizewell will have to be built 
and operated without a blemish 
on its safety record before a 
nuclear station on the Severn 
or the Trent can be entertained. 

An even more enterprising 
development is the news that 
the Midlands Electricity Board 
is exploring the possibility of 
running its own power stations 
to supplement those of the 
CEGB. Mr Cyril Wickstead, the 
MEB’s deputy chairman, re¬ 
vealed recently that bis board 
was pursuing a number of such 
projects, mainly-connected with 
new towns or • similar large 
developments. These pointed to 
total energy schemes, with town 
heating being provided by the 
waste beat from generating sta¬ 
tions of 15 to 20 megawatts.

Gailaher 
tests leaf 
substitute on 
smokers

Gailaher, Britain’s second 
largest tobacco manufacturer, is 
now preparing to undertake 
carefully-controlled consumer 
acceptability rests among 3300 
cigarette smokers on sample 
products containing leaf sub¬ 
stitutes. 

Agreement has been reached 

with the Government-appointed 

Hunter Committee, which is 
advising Whitehall on the safety 
of tobacco supplements, for the 
company to test Cytrel, supplied 
by the Celanese Corporation of 
America. Testing may also cover 
New Smoking Material, devel¬ 
oped by ICI and Imperial 
Tobacco'(which has already re¬ 
ceived Hunter clearance for 
limited research into smokers’ 
reactions). 

Research and development ex¬ 
perts within Gailaher are at 
pains to stress that they need 
to know far more about sup¬ 
plements and, while consumer 
tests are to be carried out, 
extensive research on biological 
activity, smoke chemistry, toxi¬ 
cology, and other aspects con¬ 
tinues. Hunter controls on 
human exposure to samples 
mean a slow pace of work, but 
it is.felt that public confidence 
in research data will be 
enhanced. 

Gailaher has already entered 
into a provisional supply con¬ 
tract with Celanese, with whom 
it is sharing a £2Jam research 
and development programme 
along with Carreras Rothmans. 
However, it has taken the pre¬ 
caution of evaluating the rival 
British-made material, which has 
slightly different characteristics 
to the more tobacco-like Ameri¬ 
can product. 

Meanwhile, strong pressures 
of an economic character are 
building up on cigarette manu¬ 
facturers at large to turn to 
supplements. The rising cost and 
emerging shortages of leaf are 
bringing a new dimension to 
work on supplements, which has 
been much concerned with eval¬ 
uating the safety of the mat¬ 
erials. However, research direc¬ 
tors are insistent that the 
quality of their work must not 
suffer". 

Nevertheless, results to date 
now demonstrate a need to get 
to grips with consumer needs. 
Supplements need to be tried 
out for flavour and taste, with 
blends designed to meet then- 
requirements, but then studied 
for tar levels, smoke behaviour, 
and so on. 

While Imperial is to test 
smokers 1 reaction to cigarettes 
containing up to 50 per cent of 
substitute materials. Gailaher 
seems likely to concentrate its 
research on a 25 per cent ratio. 
Both NSM and Cytrel are made 
from modified cellulose with 
wood pulp as the basic raw 
material. Present prices for sup¬ 
plies are not much below 
Tobacco, but production has yet 
to move out of the pilot plant 

Low tar cigarettes have only 
secured 6 per cent of the 
market, so the acceptability of 
cigarettes with less flavour, or 
new taste characteristics, needs 
to be identified with some pre¬ 
cision. 
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Investment 
fund elan 
by Swedes 

Washington, Ncrv 24.—Sweden 
is expected to approve soon a 
mandatory scheme requiring 
larger companies to put 15 per 
cent of their 1974 pre-tax pro¬ 
fits in special investment funds- 

Sweden has had such special 
funds in the past, but they have 
been " voluntary **. 

Mr Ingemiind Bengtsson, 
Sweden’s Minister oF Labour 
said that these special invest¬ 
ment funds could be used by 
companies, after consultation 
with appropriate government 
agencies, for investments in 
buildings and machinery and for 
“stockpiling” production dur¬ 
ing a period of economic reces¬ 
sion. 

The aim was to control com¬ 
pany investments to match the 
business cycle and to avoid 
worker lay-offs when sales 
were low, he said. 

Mr Bengtsson was in Wash¬ 
ington to meet United States 
labour leaders and government 
officials. 

In Sweden, he said, most com¬ 
panies' already were obliged to 
set aside 20 per cent of their 
profits in special “ working 
environment ’’ funds. Such 
funds, used to finance indus¬ 
trial safety programmes, worker 
canteens- and other facilities, 
were required for companies 
with annual profits equivalent 
to $25,000 (just over £10,000) 
or more. 

The new special investment 
funds, he explained, would be 
required for companies with 
profits of $250,000 or more in 
1974. 

On other matters, Mr Bengtar 
son said Sweden had about 
230,000 * guest workers ”—60 
per cent of them from Finland. 

Foreign workers in Sweden, 
he said, were entitled to all the 
benefits that native Swedes got. 
In 1976, he said, foreign workers 
also would be permitted to vote 
in municipal elections.—AP-

Sir, I write (on behalf also of 
Wynne Godley, who is in Wash¬ 
ington) to make two brief points 
in reply to the letter of Novem¬ 
ber 20 from Professor A. J. Mer- 
rett and Allen Sykes about our 
article of November 12.

■The " challenge ’’ issued by 
Merrett and Sykes concerning 
the elasticity of demand and the 
ability of industry to borrow is 

irrelevant because it is based 
on a distortion of our views, as 
readers of our article will be 
aware. 

Specifically, our observations 
on the ability of companies (in 
the absence of price control) to 
pass on increased interest 
charges without a loss in sales 
volume related hot to individual 
industries but' to the company 
sector as a whole and were sub¬ 
ject to a strong caveat relating 
to the nature of the Govern¬ 
ment’s macro-economic objec¬ 
tives and policies. 

Similarly, we have never 
asserted that in practice com¬ 
panies can and will automati¬ 
cally borrow 100 per cent of in¬ 
creased . asset values. Indeed, 
what we said was “ stock appre¬

Dollar premium 

Factors behind 
present rate 

Midway through last week the 
dollar premium reached an air¬ 
time high at 844 per cent 
Even adjusting for devaluation 
since the rate on which the 
official premium was to be 
calculated was set at $2.60 to 
the pound, on Wednesday 
morning investors were pre¬ 
pared to put up more than 
ever before for the privilege of 
having their money employed 

outside the United Kingdom. . 

They were paying an effec¬ 
tive premium of 65 per cent. 
But such enthusiasm—-or 
maybe it was despair—did not 
last long ; and with the official 
rate down to 791-80 per cent 
on Friday the effective rate 
has come back to 58 per oeot. 

Brokers are now wondering, 
once . again, whether the pre¬ 
mium has stabilized at a new 
level. It is certainly true that 
the circumstances in which 
Wednesday’s record was set 


were exceptional, relating very 
largely to some extremely 
heavy buying of Union Cor¬ 
poration shares early in the 
week. In addition there seems 
to have been an unusually 
large amount of investment 
currency purchasing by institu¬ 
tions anxious to top-up their 
cover on back to bade loans to 
the required 115 per cent. 
Some institutions had 
apparently delayed their pur¬ 
chases for this purpose in the 
mistaken belief that changes 
wuuld be announced in the 
Budget which would make 
them unnecessary. 

There is, however, no reason 
to expect a significant fall in 
the premium now that these 
special factors are, for the 
moment, out of the way.

And though the industrial 
products division is already 
into a recovery phase, with 
trading profits up from 
£ 104,000 to £923,000 last year, 
this is too small to be of major 
significance to the group. 

However, the financial posi¬ 
tion is much better than might 
have been expected, with year- 
end cash at £28.75m despite 
heavy spending on fixed'assets 
and stocks. Overdrafts have 
risen from £4.71m to £26.3m, 
though this was not fully 
reflected in last year’s interest 
charge, at £4.45m as against

Hugh Stephenson 
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Hudson Report insights worthy of debate 


Ever mindful of rhe dangers of throw¬ 
ing the baby out with the bath water, 
I reread over the weekend the Hudson 
Report on rhe United* Kingdom.* The 
bath water should certainly still be 
thrown nut. For the report is, basically, 
an unoriginal statement about the 
British economy; namely that it has for 
years been characterized by low growth, 
low investment, low productivity and 
low wages. The Hudson Institute’s 
futurology consists of saying that, if 
these trends continue, the United King¬ 
dom will be relatively much worse Off 
by 1980 and that this process of gradual, 
complacent decline will create every 
kina of social, economic and political 
tension. _ The report neither says any¬ 
thing strikingly new about how we got 
into tite mess, nor does it suggest any 
very convincing way in which we could 
get out. 

Just as, however, a management con¬ 
sultant, even if he does not fully under¬ 
stand the situation, can, as an outsider, 
sec and say things that those in high 


may not wish to say (or may not even 
see), so the Hudson Report has a few 
sharp and uncomfortable insights. We 
<tre a self-satisfied, increasingly paro¬ 
chial. still class-bound society. (The 
paradox is that, to a greater or lesser 
extent, so is France, rhe country which 
starred in a previous Hudson Report in 
1971) 

Two themes in the report stand out 
as worthy of further debate: the future 
of North Sea oil and the role of the 
City. The passages on oik in particular, 
are of genuine worth. Those on tbe 
City are puerile, but touch on impor¬ 
tant issues. 

It is now widely assumed that the 
North Sea will remove the oil deficit 
from rhe balance of trade; give us 
limitless supplies of secure, cheap 
energy; and provide the stimulus for 
a new Industrial Revolution, primarily 
in Scotland, bur spreading elsewhere. 
The Hudson Report rightly raises 

issues, which will be at the heart of 

British oil policy for tbe next decade 
and more. North Sea oil wili be expen¬ 


sive, especially if world prices ease 
even a little in real terms. 

The “offshore” market has been 
exploited to a huge extent by foreigners, 
because neither the private sector nor 
official action anticipated the demand. 
Exploration and production platforms 
are SO per cent foreign. The pipeline 
is German and Japanese. Most of the 
trained drillers are Norwegian. The 
financing arrangements, coupled with 
official borrowing to cover the current 
payments deficit, will mean that most 
of the medium-term financial advan¬ 
tages will go in service payments to 
foreigners. Further, though they do 
not make tbe point, there is no guaran¬ 
tee (indeed rather the reverse) thar 
the interests of the operating companies 
and the “national interest" will 
coincide over the next 20 years. 

Oil companies will wish for high 
production, -and exports to existing 
refineries and petro-chemical installa¬ 
tions. A British Government will be 
more interested in conservation and 
expansion of the British petro-chemical

On the City, the report s p™es_a 
populist chord. “ We are struck by the 
disastrous effect of the City 
on the British economy , « says. Allow 
ing for slight flaw’s in the argument 
(for example the authors call tor ex¬ 
change controls and seem to trunk tnar ■ 
there have been none in the recent 
months) the twin thesis is that British 
economic policy has been run more in 
the interests of finance and sterling 
than of industry and investment; and 
that the City attracts talent and then 
rewards it in a way that is not neces¬ 
sarily in the best interest of the economy 
as a whole. In making these strictures- 
the authors are reflecting a pretty 
general view from rhe side of indus¬ 
trialists. _ ,

For tbe foreigner who has never 
visited Japan, his image of 
Japanese business is largely 
formed by the activities ana 
products of the huge zaibaxsu 
conglomerates or their modern 
keiretsu counterparts. Names 
such as Mitsui, Mitsubishi and 
Sumitomo comprise the first 
group, while Matsushita, Hitachi 
or Nissan comprise the secui>a. 

But whoever visits Japan is 
struck not so much by rhe 
dominance of these gianis, as by 
the amazing number of smaller 
businesses which crowd me 
corporate and urban landscape. 
Japanese economists used to 
stress—and Marxist economists 
in Japan still do stress—this 
dual structure in the Japanese 
economy. 

Today the emphasis is on the 
division between the large, 
capital-intensive, high-tech¬ 
nology exporting giants and the 
relatively labour-intensive, low- 
productivity medium and small 
enterprises which actually 
account for the vast majority 
of business* organizations in 
Japan. 

The majority of these small 
businesses are located in the 
towns and cities up and down 
the length of the country, so 
that the division between rural 
and urban is no longer material. 

There are three important 
points to be made about the 
small business sector in Japan 
today. The first concerns their 
size and -diversity, the second 
relates to their role m the econ¬ 
omy and their contribution-to 
Japan’s economic growth over 
the past decade, and the third 
involves their peculiar position 
in the political and fiscal system 
in Japan. ■ 

The Minor Enterprises Law. 
which regulates the behaviour 
of this sector, was revised in 
1973 to apply to all companies 
with a capital less than 100m 
yen (about £14.3m) or fewer 
then 300 employees. The lower 
limits are,:10m yen capital and 
50 employees for retail .stores, 
and 30m yen or 100 employees 
for wholesale businesses. 

Within .. this classification 
there is every conceivable type 
of business, ranging from tiny 
family businesses to those high¬ 
fliers which are about to become 
public, listed companies. Many 
of these companies operate as 
satellites to tbe big-name groups 
providing components or ser¬ 
vices on a permanent sub- 
contractual , basis. Others main¬ 
tain their' independence and 
operate on extraordinarily tight 
margins. 

Not surprisingly, their mor¬ 
tality rates are exceptionally 
high. Their vulnerability was 
shown after the first revalua¬ 
tion of the yen in 1971 when 
many went to tbe wall because 
the new exchange rates elimi¬ 
nated their margins altogether. 

Two interesting. ' sets of 
statistics qutited in the latest 
issue of the Fuji Bank.Bulletin 
illustrate the size and diversity 
of the sector. According to the 
National Tax Agency the total 
number of corporate enter¬ 
prises in Japan at March 31, 
1973, amounted to 1,028,000. 
Companies with a capital of 


less than 10m yen accounted 
for 89 per cent; those with a 
capital of less than 100 m yen 
for 99 per cent of the total. In 
addition, as of Jaly 1, 1972, 
there were 3,687,000 individ¬ 
ually-owned businesses. 

Compared with the situation 
in 1965 there has been no 
sig nifi cant deterioration in the 
position of these companies in 
absolute terms. The main 
areas of operation continue to 
be retailing real estate and 
services, and despite the 
dominance of the zaibatsu or 
keiretsu conglomerates in the 
economy as a whole there is 
plenty of scope for innovation 
and competition among the 
smaller companies. 

One explanation for this 
vigorous performance lies in 
their regenerative role. For 
although new companies are 
being -formed all the time, an 
almost equal number are con¬ 
tinuously going out of business. 

Much prominence has been 
given to the rate of bankrupt¬ 
cies under the present mone¬ 
tary squeeze in Japan, and 
currently about 1,000 com¬ 
panies—mainly from this par¬ 
ticular sector—are folding up 
every month. 

But less prominence is given 
to the fact that, according to 
die latest White Paper on 
Small Enterprises, 31 per cent 
of companies with less than 20 
employees (five in tbe case of 
commercial or service com¬ 
panies) disappear within fire 
years of their foundation any¬ 
way, while 51 per cent dis¬ 
appear within 10 years. 

Since new companies are 
formed at approximately the 
same rate offering new services 
or . new products the overall 
picture for the sector remains 
quite stable even though the 
fife of the individual enterprise 
is exposed to a high degree of 
risk in Its first few years. 

The essential point about this 
high turnover ratio is that this 
process of “ corporate birth and 
death, attrition and replace¬ 
ment " is the economic equiva¬ 
lent of Darwinian' selection. 
Thus although big Japanese 
companies appear to operate on 
ludicrously narrow capital 
bases, one of their real 
strengths is chat their industry 
is constantly being pruned by 
this economic Darwinism at tbe 
lower levels. 

Western observers should note 
that the Japanese employment 
system and the system whereby 
bankrupt companies file for 
reorganization under the Cor¬ 
porate Reorganization Law allow 
all this to happen without caus¬ 
ing any significant unemploy¬ 
ment. 

It is unlikely that Japan could 
have maintained such a strong 
economic growth performance 
over the past decade without the 
joint operation of this constant 
process of pruning and recre¬ 
ation combined with an employ- 
met system that eased the 
transition from job to job for 
individual employees. 

Finally, the medium and small 
enterprises in Japan occupy an 
exceptionally important position 


in the political and fiscal frame¬ 
work. Politically they are impor¬ 
tant for purely numerical 
reasons; tbe majority of 
Japanese are employed by these 
organizations. 

Fiscally enterprises with a 
capital of less than 100 million 
yen earned 40.7 per cent of the 
total corporate revenues in tbe 
manufacturing sector and 57 
per cent in tbe construction sec¬ 
tor. And businesses with a capi¬ 
tal of under 10 million yen 
accounted for 50 per cent of the 
total sales in the retailing, real 
estate and service sectors. 

To some extent the predom¬ 
inance of the small man is 
deliberately preserved by 

discriminatory laws which prob¬ 
ably penalize the consumer at 
the expense of the retailer. For 
instance, there are strict laws 
limiting the location of super¬ 
markets which are clearly 
designed to prevent too many 
retailing companies going out of 
business. 

These laws and the perpetual 
efforts of the ruling LDP to 
attract the vote of the small, 
self-made man have undoubtedly 
contributed to the inefficiency 
of the Japanese distribution 
system and some elements of 
Japan’s protectionist trade 
policy. 

However, in these respects 
Japan Is not so very different 
from other western economies 
whose structure and policies are 
infuenced fay domestic political 
considerations. 

Generally speaking, in the 
West, whenever tight money 
policies are adopted, politicians 
make speeches urging the need 
to protect employment and jobs. 
In Japan they make speeches 
about protecting the medium 
and small-scale business enter¬ 
prises. 

In the present tight money 
policy, therefore, almost every 
announcement of additional 
credit restraints has _ been 
accompanied by explanations of 
special, selective measures to be 
taken - by. the Government 
Agency for Medium and Small 
Business Finance to relieve the 
fi n ancial problems of the 
businesses under its care. 

Nevertheless, despite tbe 
apologia, the recent slowdown 
in the level of business activity 
in Japan has had the inevitable 
consequences, and small busi¬ 
nesses are going to the wall at 
three times the rate they were 
a year ago. 

Thus, although initially under 
the tight money policy the smal¬ 
ler businesses _ were able to 
escape the full impact of credit 
controls and through most' of 
1973 were able to continue their 
activities unrestrained, the tide 
has now turned temporarily 
against them. 

In time the tide will doubtless 
turn again and the vast under¬ 
growth of small Japanese busi¬ 
nesses will again provide much 
of the competitive vigour and 
dynamism which is so charac¬ 
teristic of the Japanese economy

Cargo boats carrying citrus 
fruit destined for Britain, wbxch 
bad been diverted to Rotterdam 
because of strike action in 
British ports, have had to switch 
course again and head for 
Antwerp or Hamburg.

The lorry drivers see it as an 
intrusion on their .privacy— 
they refuse co cany a spy as 
passenger. The employers have 
other objections-r-aiere are not 
enough firms authorized to 
install the machine, and there 
are not enough machines avail¬ 
able to meet the December 1 
deadline for the juggernauts 
tised co transport market 
gardening produce.

No Award - - 

Setting down this weekend for 
a good read of. the Hudson 
Institute Europe’s possibly pre¬

This presumably means the 
Queen’s Award to Industry, 
details of a' review of which 
were • announced. in tbe Com¬ 
mons recently. 

M In our view,” the Paris- 
based HIE asserts, “thp 
‘Queen’s Award to Industry 
for Export Services 5 would far 


beter have been made an award 
for technological innovation or 
for a particularly impressive 
performance in productivity.” 

This is rather puzzling, for 
the purpose of the awards, 
according to all literature eman¬ 
ating from the Office of the 
Queen’s Award, is “ to recognize 
outstanding achievement . . .in 
increasing exports or in tech¬ 
nological innovation or both.” 

In the case of “ technological 
achievement ", the office says : 
“ Awards have been made from 
1966 onwards, when the scheme 
started, for finished products 
or processes resulting from or 
involved in tbe norma] course 
of commercial production and 
leading to increased efficiency.” 

Now “ increased efficiency " 
could conceivably be different 
from “ impressive performance 
in productivity ”, but rhe Qffice 
of the Queens Award has quite 
dearly been thinking ot “ tech¬ 
nological innovation” for years, 
for it, uses, like the Hudson, 
those precise words. 

The authors of the study 
include one Briton, a French¬ 
woman, a Dutchman and two 
Americans. The sole Briton may 
have understood what the award 
was about but; as in any piece 
of committee writing, his inter¬ 
pretation may have'been voted 
down as standing in tbe -way of 
the course the committee had 
decided to follow. - 

The award is reviewed every 
five years, a persistent com- 
plaint being that few people 
abroad know or care what the 
scheme is all about. They cer¬ 
tainly won't be helped by 
Hudson Europe. 


Community trade 
charted 


Leaders of the European Com¬ 
munity have always been 
slightly ambivalent about the 
huge growth in trade which has 
followed its creation. 

On the one hand, the rapid 
increase in the exchange of 
goods between the member 
states has clearly been one of 
the main forces behind the 
growth in prosperity which was 
so marked in the fifties and 
sixties. It is also the most tan¬ 
gible claim thar can be put 
forward for holding that the 
Community has made a contri¬ 
bution towards improving the 
life of ordinary people within it. 

Against that, there has been 
a slight feeling of guilt about 
the overtly materialist aspect of 
European integration which this 
has shown. It has been made 
more incense by the fact that 
whereas trade has prospered, 
other aspects of the plans for 
European union, such as 
political integration, have made 
little progress. 

In the early days of tbe Com¬ 
munity, the commission’s first 
president used to say : “ We are 
not in business; we are in 
politics.” So far, at least, it is 
the business side of the Com¬ 
munity which has had most 
success and the political 
significance which was claimed 
for this is very slow in emerg¬ 
ing. 

A new book Patterns and 
Prospects of Common Market 
Trade,* is about that success. 
It charts the way in which 
Community trade has grown 
over the years, both in terms of 
its volume and die extent to 
which it has concentrated more 
and more on trade between its 
members. It is, above all, a 
factual study and makes no 
attempt to resolve the question 
whether regional groupings such 
as the EEC contribute to world 
free trade or harm it. 

Instead of entering this field, 
where analysts usually end up 


by deducing conclusions which 
fit in with their preconceptions 
formed on quite different 
grounds, the author, George 
Taber lets the facts speak for 
themselves. 

After a brief introduction, in 
which he points out that the 
formation of the EEC coincided 
wirh a burst in trade far greater 
than can be explained by the 
effects of tariff cuts alone, and 
arguing that this was probably 
caused by businessmen jumping 
the gun,'he looks in rum at the 
experiences of each country. In 
the process a number of myths 
are exploded. 

The first to go concerns Ger¬ 
many, which many believe has 
been the country which has 
gained most on the industrial 
side. 

In 1953 the share of inter¬ 
community exports as a per¬ 
centage of the total German 
exports was 29.9 per cent, and 
in 1972 it was 39.9 per cent, a 
significant increase, but, at IQ 
per cent, far below the jump 
of 30.2 per cent recorded by 
France for example. 

Indeed, the United Kingdom 
registered an 8.8 per cent in¬ 
crease in the share of its trade 
going to the Six, which, even 
allowing for the fact that some 
of that involved Germany, 
means that our exporters 
shifted their sights almost as 
much as German exporters did. 

The book ends with-a discus¬ 
sion of the likely issues and 
problems in the coming round 
of world trade talks, and the 
difficulties caused by the lack 
of a common commercial policy. 
Like the rest of the book, this 
is clear, readable and informa¬ 
tive, and together with the sta¬ 
tistical appendix at the back 
helps to make the book an in¬ 
valuable reference work.

Copper price sags in spite 
of Cipec’s 10 pc cutback 


j It was all so ironicaL After 
years of talks, threats and 
“ master plans ” to boost copper 
prices, the exporting nations of 
Cipec—Chiles Peru, Zaire and 
Zambia—finally made a con¬ 
certed move. But instead of the 

S lice galloping away towards 
aire’s fair value estimation of 
£850 a tonne it declined. 

Indeed from the £655 that the 
London Metal Exchange (LME) 
three months position rbached 
immediately,.after the move it. 
plunged to £613.50 by the end 
of the week. This represents a 
loss of £30 a tonne over the 
past five trading days and £250 
a tonne from a year ago’s leveL 
Even the announcement 
brought an air of confusion. On 
Tuesday it was reported from 
Paris that Cipec’s exports would 
be cut 10 per cent on tlje pre¬ 
vious six-month levels from 
December 1. 

Late Wednesday Chile an¬ 
nounced the closure of its 
highest costing mine—the 
Exotica—-which was scheduled 
to produce 49.000 tonnes this 
year. 

On Thursday morning Mr 
Sacha Gueronik, Cipec’s execu¬ 
tive director, told Reuters in. 
Paris that sooner or later major 
copper exporters will have to 
cut production in line with the 
reduction in exports already 
announced. The decision 
reached, he said, u emails no 
obligation on individual nations 
to cut output ”- 
Thursday evening saw a 
report by AP-Dow Jones from 
Santiago quoting General Jorge 
Leon, vice-president of Codelco 
—the Chilean state copper 
agency—who said that there 
was an “ erroneous " interpre¬ 
tation of the decision announced 
in Paris, 

M Because of the news that 
we would only reduce our 
exports ”, he said, _ “ those 
people who work with, the 
metal thought that there would 
be a continuance of production 
at current volumes and that 
copper would be stockpiled in 
Chile, Peru, Zaire and Zambia. 
This isn't going to happen 
In the first six months of 
this year, according to the 
authoritative World Bureau of 
Metal Statistics, Cipec’s mine 
production was 1,125300 
tonnes (out of a world total or 
3,858,500). Thus if the plan is 
a 10 per cent mine cutback 

about 112^00 tonnes will be 
lose in the following six months. 

A year ago, or even six 
months, this would have had 
extremely serious implications 
for the price and consumers 
but a whole new scene is now 
on the screen. 

Consumption has dropped 
and this is likely w fall at a 
much faster rate in the follow¬ 
ing months. Stocks are* 
rapidlv- Io London Metal Ex¬ 
change warehouses alone there 
are 116,775 tonnes while econo¬ 
mic gloom pervades many coun¬ 
tries. The two leading copper 
consumers—the United States 
and Japan—are in recession 
with the situation hkely to get 
worse before the tide JJtns. 

It appears therefore that the 
Cipec move may have come 
just in time to prevent the price 
from dipping to £500 or below. 
But even this could be 

qU I? ,C i^ ed be recalled that the 
-LME average price just three 
. years ago was £444-50 
then receded to only £428 m 


1972. With boom conditions pre¬ 
vailing the 1973 average price 
jumped to £727 in 1973 and for 
the first nine months of this 
year-it rose to.£975. . 

At the time of the Paris Cipec 
meeting (Tuesday) Mr Philip 
Jevons, the managing director 
of Rudolf Wolff & Co—the Lon¬ 
don based international metal 
brokers—was speaking to the 
American Metal Market copper 
forum in New York. 

He said: “Emerging nations 
who are selling a national 
resource that is irreplaceable 
would be well advised to with¬ 
hold their sales, albeit 
temporarily. It may be. difficult 
for some of diem to afford k 
individually but as a combine 
there is absolutely no reason 
that with relatively small sums 
of money involved why they can- 
no’t use the exchange—the LME 
—(to protect the price) by wise 
dealing in the same metbod as 
the lead and zinc producers 
have successfully done in the 
recent past. 

** Current price levels ”, he 
said, “ allow little or no profit , 
to the world industry as a whole. 
Certainly nothing is left for the 
development of low grade ore 
bodies which will be vital in the 
next two decades. T think a fair 
price of copper in the next 
decade nrust be in excess of 
£1,000 a tonne. Current levels 
are unacceptable to all but a few 
producers with low cost mines ! 
that will not be seen again.” j 

Mr Jevons took the opportu- . 
nity to attack the producer price I 
system. The United States pro- , 
ducer prices fluctuate in the 
same way as the prices on the ; 
LME but less frequently. They 
are, he said, to the benefit of 
the rich producer with _ enor-., 
mo us. natural wealth which is 
buried under the ground. 

“ Forward sales are based on 
producer price which the fabri¬ 
cator accepts. I put it to you, 
gentlemen, why on earth does 
the fabricator accept a contract , 
of this nature ? The contract 
that he makes with the producer 
is based on the price ruling at 
the time of delivery and nor at 
the time of contract. 

“The producer can change 
his price at will, and declare 
force majeure, if it suits. Who 
suffers? Certainly not the pro¬ 
ducer. The fabricator carries 
the can.” 

Currently there are moans 
and groans from the Cipec 
nations about current Loudon 
Metal Exchange price levels. 
But, Mr Jevons said, it did not 
receive any accolade from them 
in the first quarter of this year 
when their product was being 
sold at £1,450 a tonne. If the 
emerging nations have a com¬ 
plaint about LME prices, which 
is not created by an exchange 
per se, “my question to them 
is why do they not participate 
more in the creation of that 
price? 

“In^ other words they should 
use the system, rather than seek¬ 
ing to devise artificial pricing 
that will inevitably be broken 
in the long run by the inexorable 
law of supply and demand.” _ 

Mr Jevons added that cutting 
back exports from Japan may 
provide a temporary relief to 
the pressure on the market, but 
it is only transferring the snicks 
problem elsewhere. If the oil 
producers can be persuaded to 
finance the stocks, all well and 
good. But it is not a permanent 
solution. 
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commented that there was an 
almost concerted eTCart by 
owners to resist rjtes below rhe 
Worldscale 40 mark which, con¬ 
trary to expectations, succeeded.
